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FIFTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 

OF  THE 

YOUNG  MEN'S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATIONS 


OF  PENNSYLVANIA. 


The  Fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Asso¬ 
ciations  of  Pennsylvania  convened  in  the  Emory  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  Carlisle,  Pennsylvania,  September  10th,  1872,  at  o’clock, 
P.  M. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  General  J.  A.  Beaver,  of 
Bellefonte,  President  of  the  Erie  Convention.  Thomas  Marshall,  of 
Philadelphia,  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention,  acted  as  Secretary. 
The  exercises  commenced  with  singing  the  Doxology,  “  Praise  God, 
from  whom  all  blessings  flow.” 

On  motion  of  Niles  H.  Shearer,  of  York,  a  Committee  on  Permanent 
Organization  was  appointed,  with  permission  to  retire  to  select  perma¬ 
nent  officers  for  the  Convention.  ' 

Committee — N.  H.  Shearer,  of  York;  W.  E.  Lincoln,  of  Pittsburgh; 
J.  Knox  Marshall,  of  Philadelphia;  John  Andrews,  of  Tidioute; 
Thomas  Watt,  of  Dunbar. 

During  the  absence  of  the  Committee  the  time  was  spent  in  devo¬ 
tional  exercises.  The  third  chapter  of  1st  Corinthians  was  read,  the 

hymn,  “Come,  Holy  Spirit,  Heavenly  Dove,”  was  sung,  and  the  time 
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farther  occupied  by  citing  passages  of  scripture,  prayer,  and  sing¬ 
ing. 

The  Committee  returned  with  the  following  report:

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  unanimously  adopted. 

General  Beaver  then  introduced  the  President  to  the  Conven¬ 
tion  in  a  few  appropriate  remarks,  which  were  responded  to  by 
Mr.  Wanamaker  in  an  earnest  and  fitting  address,  after  which  he 
announced  the  Convention  as  ready  for  business. 

On  motion  of  General  Beaver,  of  Bellefonte,  the  rules  of  the  Port¬ 
land  Convention  were  adopted  to  govern  this  Convention,  unless 
otherwise  ordered.  The  President  announced  the  hymn,  “Pass  me 
not,  O  gentle  Saviour,”  and  requested  the  Rev.  Mr.  McMillan  to 
lead  in  prayer,  in  behalf  of  this,  and  all  the  business  sessions  of  the 
Convention. 

Hymn — “Come,  Holy  Spirit,  Heavenly  Dove.” 

At  the  request  of  General  Beaver,  Professor  Johnson  sang,  “The 
Lord  will  provide.” 

The  following  were  announced  as  the  Devotional  Committee: — S.  M. 
Coyle,  of  Carlisle;  T.  D.  Logan,  of  Pittsburgh;  W.  T.  Reed,  of 
Chambersburg;  Rev.  R.  McMillan,  of  Hermon  ;  A.  F.  Campbell,  of 
Philadelphia.  The  Committee  was  granted  permission  to  retire. 
The  appointment  of  other  committees  was  postponed  until  the  even¬ 
ing  session. 

The  President  requested  remarks  from  brethren  concerning  mat¬ 
ters  of  interest  in  the  work  of  their  Associations.  II.  K.  Porter,  of 
Pittsburgh,  read  extracts  from  a  letter  received  from  Major  E.  W. 
Matthews,  .concerning  the  blessed  results  that  followed  the  Conven¬ 
tion  in  Erie,  and  also  from  Rev.  Mr.  Rowland,  his  former  pastor;  after 
which  Mr.  Porter  remarked  that  these  letters  are  evidences  that 
there  are  more  prayers  than  ours  going  up  for  this  Convention 
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“Praise  to  God’'  should  be  the  motto  of  this  Convention,  for  the 
strength  and  encouragement  he  has  given  us  this  past  year.  Let  us 
now  have  more  faith  in  him,  and  take  him  at  his  word,  that  he  will 
make  us  wise  in  all  our  counsels  here,  and  guide  us  in  all  our  doings. 

On  motion  of  J.  Knox  Marshall,  the  State  Executive  Committee 
was  appointed  to  arrange  a  programme  for  the  Welcome  Meeting 
in  the  evening. 

L.  B.  Wise,  of  Emlenton,  said  that  the  Association  he  represented 
was  comparatively  young,  yet  it  now  numbered  one  hundred  mem¬ 
bers,  and  others  had  grown  out  of  it. 

T.  B.  Dully,  of  Blairsville — Our  town  has  a  population  of  about 
fifteen  hundred.  Five  months  ago  we  were  visited  by  a  delegation 
from  Johnstown.  Previously  we  had  a  small  organization  in  the 
Presbyterian  church,  but  the  visit  of  these  brethren  set  the  ball  in 
motion,  and  we  now  have  an  organization  in  quite  a  flourishing  con¬ 
dition,  with  sixty  members,  about  thirty  of  whom  are  active.  .  We 
hold  devotional  meetings  twice  a  month  in  the  different  churches, 
and  the  other  two  Sabbaths  of  the  month  appointments  are  made  in 
other  parts  of  the  village.  We  have  felt  in  a  remarkable  degree, 
in  some  of  our  meetings,  the  presence  of  God,  and  I  ask  the  prayers 
of  this  Convention  in  behalf  of  our  Association. 

Prayer  was  then  offered  in  compliance  with  the  brother’s  request. 

Thomas  Watt,  of  Dunbar — Our  Association  became  cold,  and  the 
work  did  not  seem  to  go  on.  One  brother  proposed  to  hold  cottage 
prayer-meetings,  and  the  result  has  been  that  many  persons,  irreligious 
and  immoral  in  their  lives,  have  become  interested,  and  some  have 
been  converted.  More  than  two  hundred  are  sometimes  present  at 
our  meetings. 

Hymn — -“I  am  so  glad  that  Jesus  loves  me.” 

H.  K.  Porter,  in  behalf  of  the  Executive  Committee,  reported  that 
the  Welcome  Meeting  would  be  held  in  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church.  The  printed  programme  will  be  followed,  after  which  the 
President  will  respond,  and  brief  addresses  will  be  made  by  J.  E. 
Patterson,  of  Harrisburg;  T.  D.  Logan,  of  Pittsburgh;  J.  A.  Mc- 
Knight,  of  Chambersburg ;  J.  A.  Beaver,  of  Bellefonte.  The  report 
was  adopted. 

The  Devotional  Committee  reported  an  “open  air  service”  in  the 
public  square,  at  half-past  seven  o’clock,  led  by  D.  K.  Appenzeller, 
of  Chambersburg;  addresses  by  Bev.  S.  A.  Taggart,  General  J.  A. 
Beaver,  and  A.  F.  Campbell.  Report  was  adopted. 

The  hour  for  adjournment  having  arrived,  the  President  reminded 
the  delegates  that  they  were  marked  men,  and  should  be  careful  to 
deport  themselves  as  men  of  God.  0,  that  God  may  give  you  some 
souls  as  the  result  of  your  stay  in  the  homes  where  the  dear  friends 
of  Carlisle  are  entertaining  you.  For  this  let  us  ask  God;  let  us 
spend  two  or  three  minutes  in  silent  prayer,  after  which  Major  Frew 
will  lead  us  audibly.  After  this  season  of  prayer  the  Doxology  was 
sung,  and  the  benediction  pronounced  by  Rev.  S.  A.  Taggart,  when 
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the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  in  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church,  at  half-past  seven  o’clock. 


EVENING-  SESSION.— WELCOME  MEETING. 

The  Welcome  Meeting,  in  accordance  with  the  arrangement  an¬ 
nounced,  was  held  at  half-past  seven  o’clock  in  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church,  J.  C.  Stock,  presiding. 

The  exercises  commenced  with  singing  an  anthem  by  the  choir,  and 
a  welcome  hymn,  composed  by  John  Cornman,  of  Carlisle — 

“  Welcome,  ye  friends  of  Jesus’  cause.” 

Rev.  C.  S.  Albert  then  read  the  first  nine  verses  of  the  second 
Epistle  to  Timothy,  and  from  St.  John’s  Gospel,  iv.  81-39,  and  Rev. 
11.  E.  Ha  rtzler  led  in  prayer. 

The  hymn,  Grateful  Hearts  and  Cheerful  Voices,”  was  next  sung, 
after  which  addresses  of  welcome,  and  responses  thereto,  were  made, 
as  follows : 

The  Chair  first  introduced  Col.  R.  M.  Henderson,  who  delivered 
the  address  of  welcome  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Carlisle. 

ADDRESS  OF  COL.  HENDERSON. 

Gentlemen ,  Delegates  to  this  Convention  of  Young  Men’s  Christian 
Associations — I  rise  to  tender  you  the  hospitalities  of  our  citizens 
during  your  short  sojourn  amongst  us,  the  God-speed  of  our  hearts 
in  your  noble  work,  our  right-hands  in  sincere  fellowship. 

Conventions  in  these  times  of  popular  excitement  are  not  without 
some  significance.  Political  conventions  are  frequent,  and  are  perhaps 
necessary  evils.  Whether  in  session  in  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  or 
Louisville,  we  find  in  them  implacable  rivalries,  personal  animosities, 
deep  seated  hate,  and  withal,  a  professed  devotion  to  the  dear  people 
and  general  public  good — that,  if  sincere  and  unselfish — and  who 
doubts? — is  commendable  and  worthy  of  our  highest  admiration. 

But  here,  my  friends,  we  have  a  convention  with  no  political  aims 
or  ends  in  view  ;  it  reaches  out  its  arms  and  influence  to  every  con¬ 
dition  of  life,  it  has  mapped  out  for  itself  and  co-workers,  a  field  as 
broad  as  the  inheritance  of  humanity ;  aye,  the  work  in  its  enlarged 
charities,  seeks  to  redeem  man  from  the  very  jaws  of  death,  and  would 
lift  him  up  from  the  depths  of  despair,  and  by  its  prayers  would 
open  to  him  the  gates  of  heaven,  through  faith  in  the  great  plan  of 
redemption  ;  surely  here,  by  its  works,  we  have  a  reason  for  the  faith 
that  is  in  us. 

It  is  not  my  place,  nor  purpose,  nor  have  I  the  time  assigned  me, 
to  unfold  the  objects  of  these  associations,  nor  could  I  if  I  would, 
and  had  time  without  limit,  do  justice  to  the  high  duties  and  generous 
sympathies  of  young  men  who  have  made  personal  sacrifices  to  enlist 
in  the  great  army  to  battle  against  the  hosts  of  the  Prince  of  Dark¬ 
ness,  and  whose  hope  is  to  strengthen,  support,  and  lift  up  weak, 
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falling,  and  fallen  humanity.  There  is  no  room  here  for  selfish 
motives  to  vaunt  their  arrogance;  no  room  for  careworn  ambition  to 
build  up  its  fame. 

“  To  every  thing  there  is  a  season,  and  a  time  to  every  purpose;” 
so  too,  there  is  a  purpose  to  every  time,  and  each  season  brings 
forth  its  great  work  to  be  accomplished.  The  duty  of  the  hour  is  not 
without  hearts  to  feel,  hands  to  achieve,  and  minds  to  penetrate  and 
solve  the  great  purposes  and  problems  of  the  age. 

You  come  amongst  us,  it  is  true,  strangers,  but  your  coming  is 
heralded  by  the  spirit  of  your  Christian  mission.  You  come  in  love, 
bearing  aloft  the  banner  upon  whose  folds  is  inscribed  “  Glory  to  God 
in  the  highest,  and  on  earth  peace,  good-will  toward  men.”  Your 
coming  is  a  mission  not  from  the  churches,  but  of  the  Church. 

11  What  is  a  church  ?  Let  truth  and  reason  speak. 

They  should  reply, — 1  The  faithful  pure  and  meek ;  ' 

From  Christian  folds,  the  one  selected  race 
Of  all  professions,  and  of  every  place.” 

May  I  venture  the  thought,  that  you  are  sounding  the  key-note  of 
the  churches,  over  the  strings  of  whose  well  attuned  instruments  the 
hand  of  the  Master  sweeps,  producing  one  sweet  accord  of  all  that  is 
lovely  here  on  earth,  and  type  of  that  celestial  chorus — one  universal 
song,  hymned  through  all  ages,  from  everlasting  to  everlasting,  “  Holy, 
Holy,  Holy,  Lord  God  of  Sabaoth,  heaven  and  earth  are  full  of  the 
majesty  of  thy  Glory.” 

And  now,  gentlemen,  I  need  speak  to  you  no  welcome.  Those  for 
whom  I  speak  are  here;  they  testify.  They  come  with  hearts  beating 
in  common  with  your  hearts ;  they  come  with  sympathies  which  are 
your  sympathies;  they  come  with  hopes  lifting  them  up  to  the  same 
high  work,  to  the  same  great  duties,  and  long  for  the  future  that  you 
are  looking  forward  to.  Gentlemen,  they  will  show  their  welcome  by 
their  acts.  And  now,  for  them,  welcome  to  our  hearts  and  homes. 

The  address  of  welcome  on  behalf  of  the  churches  was  to  have 
been  delivered  by  Rev.  Mr.  Wing,  the  oldest  minister  of  the  place, 
but  in  consequence  of  recent  indisposition,  and  the  unfavorable  state 
of  the  weather,  it  was  considered  imprudent  for  him  to  be  present. 

Rev.  W.  M.  Frysinger  was  therefore  next  introduced,  and  spoke  as 
follows  : 

ADDRESS  OP  REV.  MR.  FRYSINGER. 

Mi/  Brethren ,  Members  of  this  Convention ,  Delegates  from  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Associations  of  this  State — You  have  already  heard 
that  it  was  expected  that  the  oldest  pastor  of  the  town  should  extend 
to  you  a  welcome  on  behalf  of  the  Christian  ministers  and  the  churches 
of  our  community;  but  unexpected  affliction  falling  upon  him,  the 
pleasant  duty  of  tendering  you  this  kindly  greeting  has  devolved  upon 
me — perhaps  the  youngest  of  the  clerical  fraternity  here.  If  I  could 
have  borrowed  the  mantle  of  our  venerable  friend,  Dr.  Wing,  and  had 


found  in  its  pocket  a  copy  of  the  address  which  he  would  have 
delivered  on  this  occasion,  I  might  with  fitting  words  express  the 
cordiality  of  the  welcome  which  we  extend  to  you;  but  the  welcome 
shall  be  none  the  less  warm  for  that. 

We  welcome  you,  friends,  as  brethren  in  Christ.  If  the  Master 
himself  were  on  earth,  as  He  once  was,  in  human  form,  and  should 
approach  our  precincts,  we  would  gladly  go  forth  to  meet  Him  as  did 
the  inhabitants  of  ancient  Jerusalem;  and  we  would  count  it  a  privi¬ 
lege  to  strew  His  path  with  floral  offerings  and  spread  our  very  garments 
beneath  His  hallowed  feet.  But  as  we  cannot  honor  Him  thus,  we 
would  honor  Him  in  remembering  what  He  said,  “  Whoso  giveth 
a  cup  of  cold  water  only,  to  one  of  my  disciples,  shall  in  no  wise  lose 
his  reward;”  and  although  we  cannot  accord  to  you  the  honors  we 
would  to  the  Master,  we  honor  you  because  you  are  His  disciples,  and 
we  bid  you  welcome  because  you  come  in  the  Master’s  name.  We 
have  paved  the  way  by  which  you  have  come,  with  our  prayers ;  and 
now  that  you  are  here,  the  doors  of  our  hearts,  as  well  as  our  homes, 
are  standing  wide  open  to  receive  you. 

We  welcome  you  as  fellow-helpers  of  the  truth.  Ever  since  the 
loving  and  loved  apostle  said,  “I  write  unto  you,  young  men,  because 
ye  are  strong,”  the  ministers  of  Jesus  Christ  have  recognized  as  a  chief 
element  of  power  in  his  Church,  its  young  men;  and  it  is  a  cause  of 
gratification  to  the  Church,  and  to  the  world,  that  this  element  of 
strength  and  power  is  being  called  into  requisition  now  as  never 
before. 

It  is  a  great  work,  as  you  have  already  heard,  which  the  Christian 
Church  has  to  perform — to  lift  up  a  fallen  world,  to  save  a  sinful  race  ; 
and  this  work  is  to  be  accomplished  by  means,  not  by  miracles.  Too 
long  has  the  Church  been  waiting ,  instead  of  working  for  the  accom¬ 
plishment  of  the  glorious  prophecies  of  Scripture ;  too  long  has  she 
been  sleeping;  too  long  has  she  been  dreaming,  fondly  dreaming  of  a 
new  era  of  mysterious  influence,  when  a  nation  should  be  born  in  a 
day,  instead  of  making  use  of  the  influences  already  at  her  command. 

I  never  read  church  history  but  what  I  think  of  a  story  old  Father 
Gruber,  the  Methodist  itinerant  who  used  to  traverse  this  region  of 
country  nearly  fifty  years  ago,  told  sometimes.  The  colored  people 
were  holding  a  love-feast,  and  one  of  the  brethren  thought  it  his  duty 
to  relate  a  wonderful  experience  he  had  had  recently.  It  was  a 
dream.  “My  bredren,”  said  he,  “I  dreamed  a  few  nights  ago  that 
I  saw  Jacob’s  ladder;  its  foot  rested  upon  the  earth,  and  its  top  was 
in  the  sky,  and  I  thought  I  would  climb  right  up  to  glory;”  and, 
of  course,  just  here  his  audience  began  to  shout  him  up,  and  away  he 
went  until  he  got  to  what  he  called  the  “toppermost  round,”  and, 
“bredren,”  said  he,  “when  I  got  there,  I  found  the  ladder  just  a 
little  too  short — ’twouldn’t  quite  reach — but  there  was  the  heavenly 
Jerusalem  before  me,  with  all  its  glories,  and  I  heard  the  harpers 
harping,  and  the  saints  singing,  and  the  angels  praising,  and  I  made 
one  mighty  jump.”  And  his  audience  were  just  ready  to  shout  him 
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into  the  kingdom,  when  he  wound  up  all,  by  saying,  “And  I  got  the 
biggest  fall  out  of  bed  that  I  ever  got  in  all  my  life.”  [Laughter.] 

Now  I  am  glad  the  Christian  Church  in  this  age  of  activity,  is 
beginning  to  open  her  eyes,  to  wake  up,  to  cease  her  dreaming  about 
rolling  this  world  up  Jacob’s  ladder  to  heaven,  or  getting  it  through  by 
some  other  miraculous  agency ;  and  I  am  glad  that  the  signs  of  the  times 
indicate  that  the  enterprises  which  the  Church  is  now  setting  in 
operation,  will  soon  bring  this  world  up  to*  a  plane  of  heavenly  purity 
and  enjoyments.  And  I  recognize  in  the  uprising  of  the  young  men 
of  the  Christian  Church  to  form  bands  of  earnest  Christian  workers 
to  do  the  Master’s  bidding,  to  find  a  field  to  labor  anywhere— I  recog¬ 
nize  in  this,  not  one  of  the  least  of  the  signs  of  the  times  which 
indicate  the  accomplishment  of  the  Church’s  work,  and  the  bringing 
in  of  a  millennium  of  righteousness. 

May  God  bless  you  all,  my  brethren,  and  make  you  a  blessing 
during  your  stay  among  us,  to  the  churches  and  to  the  community. 

The  address  of  welcome  in  behalf  of  the  Carlisle  Association,  was 
delivered  by  J.  C.  Stock,  President  of  the  Association,  who  said : 

ADDRESS  OP  J.  C.  STOCK,  ESQ. 

Beloved  Brethren: — Words  of  cordial  greeting  and  the  kind  hospi¬ 
talities  of  our  merchants,  of  our  mechanics,  of  our  bankers,  of  our 
professional  men,  of  our  clerical  brethren,  and  of  our  citizens  in 
general,  have  been  earnestly  and  cordially  extended  to  you  through 
their  representatives,  Col.  Henderson  and  Rev.  Mr.  Frysinger,  and 
now  to  me  has  been  assigned  the  very  pleasant  and  agreeable  duty  in 
behalf  of  the  Carlisle  Association,  to  extend  to  you  the  hand  of 
fraternal  greeting. 

Permit  me  then,  to  welcome  yon  to  our  Association,  to  our  homes, 
to  our  families,  to  our  hospitalities,  and  to  our  hearts. 

You  have  come  into  our  midst,  bearing  with  you  no  credentials 
from  any  ecclesiastical  body.  You  have  come  not  as  delegates  from 
any  secret  organization ;  you  have  come  not  merely  to  receive  from  us 
the  right  hand  of  Christian  fellowship,  and  to  enjoy  our  hospitalities, 
but  you  have  come  as  representative  Christian  young  men,  from  all  parts 
of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania;  men  whose  hearts  are  bound  and  knit 
together  by  the  strong  and  sacred  bond  of  the  love  of  Jesus ;  men 
whose  hearts  beat  in  unison  with  our  own  in  the  work  in  the  vineyard 
of  our  blessed  Redeemer.  You  have  come  then,  to  speak  to  us  of 
Jesus  and  of  His  love,  you  have  come  to  hold  Him  up  to  the  gaze  of 
a  dying  people,  “Who  is  the  express  image  and  brightness  of  His 
Father’s  Glory,”  as  the  centre  ahd  substance  of  the  Law  and  the 
Gospel,  yea,  as  the  Sun  of  the  whole  system  of  Divine  truth. 

As  Christians  then  we  meet  you,  as  such  we  greet  you,  and  as  such 
we  hold  you  up  to  this  people ;  may  you  then  in  all  your  intercourse 
with  them,  by  your  godly  walk  and  conversation,  by  your  zeal  and 
devotion  to  the  cause  of  Christ,  which  you  have  espoused,  and  which 
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cause  lias  brought  you  here — may  you  in  all  these  prove  to  the 
people  that  you  do  love  Jesus,  that  you  love  to  tell  his  story,  that  you 
are  worthy  of  this  Christian  title,  a  title  more  honorable  than  any  other 
that  can  he  conferred  on  mortal  man.  If  you  thus  “witness  a  good  pro¬ 
fession  before  these  witnesses;’'  if  you  exhibit  an  earnestness,  a  devo¬ 
tedness  for  Jesus  and  his  cause;  if  you  manifest  a  longing,  burning 
anxiety  for  the  salvation  of  souls  whilst  you  are  in  our  midst,  you 
will  go  home  from  this  place  with  the  consciousness  of  having  left  an 
impression  upon  our  minds  and  hearts,  and  upon  the  minds  and  hearts 
of  the  citizens  of  Carlisle,  that  distance  cannot  efface,  nor  the  lapse 
of  time  obliterate. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  gratifying  to  state,  that  the  Carlisle  Association 
feels  itself  highly  honored  in  the  selection  of  this  inland  town  with 
but  sixty-live  hundred  inhabitants,  as  the  place  to  hold  this  Conven¬ 
tion;  and  ever  since  this  appointment  has  been  made  known  to  us,  we 
have  been  looking  forward  to  this  season  with  a  great  deal  of  interest, 
and  with  the  expectation  of  enjoying  a  rich  spiritual  feast. 

Some  of  us  have  been  on  our  knees  praying  for  the  success  of  this 
Convention;  we  have  been  praying  for  you,  Christian  brothers,  that  you 
might  come  with  warm  hearts  glowing  with  a  holy  zeal,  that  you  might 
come  with  love  for  each  other  and  a  common  loyalty  for  Jesus ;  yea,  that 
you  might  come  with  your  hearts  imbued  with  the  Spirit  of  the  Divine 
Master. 

Let  your  prayers  then  be  offered  in  faith ;  let  them  be  fervent  and 
frequent,  that  our  expectations  may  be  more  than  realized. 

Some  compare  these  annual  gatherings  to  a  “  Pentecostal  Feast,”  or 
the  “  Feast  of  Harvest,”  others  to  the  Oriental  custom  of  sowing  seed 
on  the  surface  of  a  river.  We  will  adopt  these  figures,  for  do  we  not 
read  of  a  river,  the  swelling  Nile,  with  its  rich,  rolling  stores  of 
liquid  wealth,  on  which  the  inhabitants  of  that  region  cast  their 
seed?  And  the  sound  of  the  rising  rolling  waves,  what  is  it  but  the 
prophecy  of  the  Harvest  Song?  From  the  bosom  of  those  waters  there 
shall  come  up  an  abundant  harvest  and  the  sweet  smell  of  sheaves. 

In  view  then  of  anticipated  blessings  as  the  result  of  this  Conven¬ 
tion,  we  thank  God  to-night  for  this  holy  convocation;  and  our  prayer 
to  Him  is,  that  lie  might  send  the  baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost  upon 
us,  that  these  men  who  are  the  hope  of  our  Church  and  of  our  nation, 
might  receive  new  impulses  to  work  for  Him,  and  that  during  its 
sessions  the  Master  of  Assemblies  may  be  present,  the  stately  stepping 
of  King  Emmanuel  be  felt  in  our  midst,  and  that  many  may  be  led  to 
exclaim,  “Behold  the  Lamb  of  God;”  “  Behold  how  good  and  pleasant 
it  is  for  brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity.” 

And  now  kind  friends,  permit  me  to  reiterate  the  kindly  feelings 
of  our  hearts,  by  extending  to  you  our  fraternal  greeting,  our  open 
•  hands,  our  loving  hearts,  as  we  bid  you  one  and  all  a  cordial,  Christian 
welcome. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  address  the  Chairman  announced  the 
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hymn — “Lord,  I  hear  of  showers  of  blessings,”  which  was  sung  by 
the  audience,  after  which  John  Wanamaker,  Esq.,  President  of  the 
Convention,  was  introduced,  and  spoke  as  follows : 

ADDRESS  OF  JOHN  WANAMAKER,  ESQ. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Dear  Friends — It  is  my  great  privilege,  as  the 
President  of  the  Fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Associations  of  Pennsylvania,  to  respond  to  these  glowing 
welcomes  with  which  you  have  greeted  us  to-night.  We  came  among 
you  as  strangers,  but  you  have  received  us  as  old  friends.  As  sons  of 
the  old  Commonwealth  you  have  honored  us  with  your  heartiest, 
your  most  cordial  and  loving  greetings;  and  from  the  moment  we 
entered  your  beautiful  town  we  felt  the  sincerity  and  generosity  of 
the  reception  that  you  meant  to  give  us. 

We  thank  you,  citizens  of  Carlisle,  for  this  very  kind  and  beau¬ 
tiful  reception.  We  thank  you,  dear  brethren  of  the  churches,  for 
this  united  welcome  with  which  you  have  met  us.  True  it  is  that 
we  be  brethren.  I  remember  years  ago.  when  at  an  International 
Convention,  where  there  were  representatives  from  the  British  pro¬ 
vinces,  that  at  a  dinner  at  Saratoga,  responses  were  made,  greeting 
brethren  of  that  Convention,  by  different  members  of  the  American 
Associations,  when  some  reference  was  made  to  the  British  flag.  These 
called  to  his  feet  one  of  our  Canada  brethren,  and  there  was  a  hush 
over  the  entire  audience,  and  the  first  expression,  “  We  be  brethren,” 
thrilled  every  heart;  and  I  felt  that  thrill  to-night.  I  have  felt  in  my 
soul  that  tie  of  Christian  brotherhood  that  brings  our  hearts  close 
together  and  makes  us  not  strangers,  but  friends,  through  the  precious 
blood  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Dear  friends  of  the  town,  dear  brethren  of  the  churches,  members 
of  the  organization,  ninety-seven  Associations,  delegates  from  whom 
are  convened  in  your  city  to-night,  reach  out  their  hands  and  thank 
you  as  they  receive  your  loving  welcome.  We  felt  it,  did  I  say? 
Yes;  it  seemed  to  shine  in  your  very  eyes.  It  is  said  that  on  one 
occasion  General  Jackson  sent  for  a  man  to  be  brought  into  his 
presence  to  make  a  certain  statement.  The  man  was  unwilling  to 
come.  He  sent  again  and  again,  and  at  last,  annoyed,  he  went  him¬ 
self,  and  as  he  showed  a  pistol  to  the  man,  said  he,  “  Why  didn’t 
you  come  when  I  sent  for  you?”  “Well,”  said  the  man,  “there  was 
no  shoot  about  it.” 

Dear  friends,  we  felt  the  “shoot”  in  your  eyes.  It  was  a  different 
kind,  but  it  shone  upon  us  a  welcome  that  made  us  feel  that  every 
latch-string  was  out,  and  that  there  was  a  sincerity  and  reality  about 
the  greetings  with  which  you  received  us  into  your  homes. 

For  this  three-fold  welcome  that  you  have  lavished  upon  us,  (we 
expected  something,  but  not  near  so  much,)  for  this  grand  welcome 
that  you  have  given  us — I  say  it  from  my  heart,  for  all  these  dear- 
brethren — we  thank  you,  once  and  a  hundred  times  again  we  thank 
you;  and  when  we  go  back  to  our  Associations  and  work,  the  memory 
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of  this  sweet  and  kindly  greeting  will  come  over  us  again  and  again, 
and  make  our  eyes  shine  again,  because  of  the  goodness,  because  of 
the  earnestness  and  joyfulness  of  this  reception  that  to-night  we 
meet  at  your  hands.  “ 

I  take  it,  too,  as  proof  that  the  Christian  Association  and  its  work 
are  better  known  and  appreciated ;  that  these  twenty-eight  years 
that  have  passed  since  David  Nasmyth,  in  the  city  of  London,  called 
about  him  the  young  men  of  the  warehouse  in  which  he  was  engaged, 
and  organized  the  first  Christian  Association — I  take  it  that  these 
twenty-eight  years  of  feeble,  of  imperfect.,  but  of  well-meant  service, 
have  reached  your  hearts,  and  proved  to  you  that  we  meant  to  serve 
well  in  the  army  of  our  Lord — not  for  self,  not  for  any  personal 
ambition,  but  to  lift  up  higher  and  still  higher  the  banner  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

We  have  no  new  plans  to  present  to  you ;  no  new  creed  to  adopt ; 
no  church  to  establish,  for  first  in  our  hearts,  dear  brethren  of 
the  ministry,  is  loyalty  to  you,  and  to  the  Church  established 
of  G-od,  which  has  our  first  prayers,  and  our  first  efforts.  We  have 
come  to  take  counsel  together,  that  we  may  work  more  effectively ; 
we  have  come  to  exchange  our  experiences ;  we  have  come  to  sit  at 
your  feet,  and  at  the  feet  of  the  very  humblest  of  our  brethren  who 
have  been  honored  anywhere  in  the  field,  in  serving  the  Master;  we 
have  come  to  learn  from  them,  that  we  may  go  back  to  our  homes  with 
new  fire,  to  make  them  burn  brighter,  in  the  light  of  which  men 
shall  be  brought  to  the  blessed  Lord  and  Master. 

The  Church  needs  us.  Some  say,  “  Why  a  Christian  Association 
at  all  ?”  and  there  are,  perhaps,  those  here  to-night  w'ho  are  not  at  all 
acquainted  with  our  work.  We  come  to'let  more  and  more  be  known 
of  our  work,  and  show  you  how  it  is  needed  in  our  land — that  the 
Church  needs  it — the  precious  men  w-ho  are  perishing  all  about  us 
need  it. 

There  is  a  story  of  an  old  Scotchman  that  may  be  new  to  some  here. 
A  dear  old  minister  had  in  his  congregation  a  half-witted  fellow,  who 
seemed  to  have  great  joy  in  being  in  the  house  of  God  every  time  it  was 
open,  and  on  one  occasion  this  poor  fellow  entered  the  house,  and 
seeing  no  one  about,  went  up  into  the  pulpit.  The  congregation 
gathered,  and  sat  and  looked  at  him,  wondering  and  seemingly  enjoying 
the  sight  from  so  new  and  different  a  place  from  that  to  which  he  was 
acustomed;  then  the  minister  came  in,  and  what  was  his  surprise 
when  he  looked  into  the  pulpit  and  found  this  poor  fellow,  whom 
he  well  knew;  and  in  rather  a  reproving  tone,  he  called  to  him  from 
the  foot  of  the  steps,  “  John,  come  down.”  John  seemed  to  pay  no 
attention,  but  still  kept  his  place.  The  minister  ascended  two  or  three 
steps,  and  called  to  him  with  a  little  more  severity  in  his  tones,  and 
the  man  still  resisted  ;  and  at  last,  as  he  stepped  up  closer  to  him,  and 
spoke  to  him,  tfie  man  replied,  “  I’ll  nae  come  down,  but  ye  come  up  ; 
’tis  a  hard  set  they  are,  and  Twill  take  the  both  of  us  to  do  them  any 
good.”  [Laughter  ]  Dear  friends.  “’Twill  take  the  both  of  us” — 
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Church  and  Association,  ministers  and  laymen,  and  G-od  beside,  to 
do  the  good  the  world  needs.  Let  us  strike  hands  to-night  for  this 
blessed  service. 

One  year  ago,  as  I  had  the  pleasure  of  sitting  by  the  side  of  the  Earl 
of  Shaftesbury,  one  of  the  noblest  men  that  breathes  in  the  world  to¬ 
day,  he  said  to  me,  “  I  feel  that  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association 
is  to  be  the  grand  power  of  the  world,  next  to  the  Church,  in  bringing 
men  to  Christ.”  Not  long  since  I  heard  a  distinguished  Senator, 
well  known  to  you,  make  a  similar  remark,  that  the  responsibility, 
outside  of  the  Church,  of  carrying  on  the  work  of  God,  was  upon  the 
shoulders  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Associations.  There  are 
eight  hundred  Associations,  stretching  all  over  our  land,  numbering 
two  hundred  thousand  men,  and  forming  a  grand  army  of  workers,  every 
one  forgetting,  for  the  time,  his  own  preferences,  and  standing,  side  by 
side,  and  shoulder  to  shoulder,  with  just  one  battle  cry,  “  Christ,  and 
Him  crucified  to  save  men.”  We  go  to  the  sea-shore,  and  there  are  per¬ 
haps  a  score  of  little  pools  in  the  sand,  all  separate  and  distinct,  but 
when  the  tide  comes  up,  they  are  all  merged  into  one ;  and  so,  as  we 
stand  together,  and  the  tide  of  prayer  rises,  and  the  love  of  God  fills 
our  hearts,  we  are  all  one.  Forgetting  our  preferences,  with  just 
one  single  hate  in  our  hearts,  against  sin  and  the  power  of  Satan,  we 
are  banded  together  to  bring  men,  by  all  means,  and  every  means,  to 
the  feet  of  our  blessed  Lord  and  Master.  It  is  for  this  work  we  have 
come  among  you. 

This  afternoon  it  was  our  privilege  to  meet  in  one  of  the  houses  of 
worship  in  your  beautiful  town,  and  it  seemed  to  us  that  the  first 
face  that  met  us  there  was  the  face  of  our  blessed  Lord,  and  as  we 
waited  together,  trying  to  honor  our  dear  Master,  it  seems  to  me  that 
the  angels  in  heaven  must  have  caught  the  first  note.  Sometimes  you 
see,  when  a  band  is  about  to  play,  every  man  is  trying  to  catch  the 
first  note  of  the  leader;  and  so  to-day  the  key-note  that  went  up  to 
heaven  was  “Jesus  !”  Hear  friends,  we  desire  to  know  nothing  else 
but  him.  We  have  come  among  you  as  business  men.  I  suppose 
almost  all  these  delegates  are  plain  business  men.  They  are  in 
earnest  to  do  this  work.  Like  the  engines  that  Vanderbilt  spoke  of, 
on  one  occasion,  when  some  criticism  was  made  about  them,  that  they 
were  not  so  very  beautiful,  said  he,  “These  engines  were  made  to  go, 
not  to  shine.”  So  these  men  are  here  to  sit  with  you  around  your 
tables,  at  your  family  altars,  and  in  the  sanctuary,  to  try  to  learn 
more  about  Jesus.  Mothers  and  sisters,  come  and  pray  with  us; 
come  and  encourage  us  by  your  presence.  You  that  cannot  come, 
bear  us  in  your  hearts  at  the  family  altar,  and  in  your  closets.  Ask 
for  God’s  blessing  upon  us.  While  we  need  your  presence,  and  ask 
and  urge  it  at  all  our  meetings,  most  of  all  we  need  the  presence  of 
our  precious  Lord.  0,  that  this  Convention  may  not  only  bring  a 
blessing  to  those  of  us  who  come  among  you,  but  our  prayer  to  God 
is  that  we  may  bring  a  blessing  to  you,  and  leave  it  here  with  you; 
that  some  of  your  sons  may  be  converted;  that  the  power  of  the

Gospel,  in  the  lives  of  these  men  who  are  among  you  to-night,  may 
so  be  felt  that  all  shall  be  compelled  to  acknowledge  that  we  have 
been  with  Jesus,  and  learned  of  him.  Dear  mothers,  I  cannot 
help  speaking  to  you  of  the  great  dangers  of  the  city  that  your 
sons  are  exposed  to.  Only  this  week  a  letter  comes  to  us  from 
the  far  West,  “Go  see  that  young  man.  lie  is  sick;  there  is  no 
one  to  look  after  him ;  I  know  he  is  among  evil  companions ;  take 
him  by  the  hand.  I  cannot  come  myself — have  not  money  to  come — 
will  you  go  to  him?"  It  is  this  work  we  want  to  do.  Help  us 
by  your  prayers.  If  you  have  influence  in  heaven,  use  it,  that 
God  may  baptize  us  every  one  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  make  us 
strong  and  powerful  in  every  Association,  and  in  all  our  work,  that 
His  name  may  be  honored  and  glorified. 

Again  I  thank  you,  and  every  hour  in  the  day  we  will  thank  you, 
again  and  again,  for  all  these  warm,  generous,  and  loving  words 
with  which  you  have  extended  a  welcome  to  us  to-night. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  address,  Mr.  Wanamaker  took  the  chair, 
and  said It  is  not  our  purpose  to  make  this  service  very  long,  but 
we  do  affectionately  ask  you  to  remain  a  little  longer,  that  you  may 
listen  to  short  addresses  from  brethren  representing  different  Asso¬ 
ciations.  They  will  very  briefly  give  you  an  idea  of  the  work  which 
God  has  committed  to  our  hands. 

Before  I  call  upon  these  brethren,  I  wish  to  announce,  as  promised, 
the  names  of  the  Business  Committee,  and  I  announce  them  at  this 
point  that,  with  your  permission,  they  may  retire  and  deliberate  upon 
some  matters  that  need  their  immediate  attention,  that  they  may 
report  to  us,  before  we  adjourn,  the  order  of  business  for  to-morrow. 

The  following  brethren  were  announced  as  the  Committee,  and 
retired,  Rev.  S.  A.  Taggart,  State  Secretary,  by  request  of  the  Chair, 
retiring  with  them. 

Business  Committee. — James  McCormick,  of  Harrisburg;  J.  C. 
Stock,  of  Carlisle ;  W.  K.  Jennings,  of  Pittsburgh ;  James  A.  Mc- 
Knight,  of  Chambersburg ;  Chas.  F.  Cook,  of  Bellefonte;  S.  G. 
Butler,  of  Danville ;  II.  M.  Boies,  of  Scranton. 

The  Chair  then  requested  all  to  rise  and  unite  in  singing  two  verses 
of  “Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds.” 

After  singing,  addresses  were  made  on  the  work  of  the  Association 
by  J.  E.  Patterson,  Harrisburg;  J.  Andrews,  Tidioute  ;  T.  D.  Logan, 
Pittsburgh;  J.  A.  McKnight,  Chambersburg;  and  Gen.  J.  A.  Beaver, 
Bellefonte. 

The  Business  Committee  here  reported  the  following  order  of 
exercises  which  was  adopted  : 

Day  sessions  of  the  Convention  to  be  held  in  the  Emory  M.  E. 
Church  ;  Evening  sessions  in  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

Morning  sessions  to  commence  at  half-past  nine  o’clock,  and  adjourn 
at  twelve. 
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Afternoon  sessions  commence  at  half  past  two,  and  adjourn  at  five 
o’clock. 

Evening  sessions  open  at  half-past  seven  o’clock. 

On  Wednesday  morning  at  half-past  nine  o’clock,  brief  reports 
from  Associations,  limited  to  three  minutes. 

At  half-past  ten  o’clock,  discussion  on  neighborhood  prayer  meetings, 
to  be  opened  by  D.  E.  Small,  of  York,  in  an  address  of  ten  minutes. 

At  half-past  eleven  o’clock,  a  praise  and  prayer  meeting,  to  be  led 
by  Prof.  Johnson. 

The  President  extended  a  cordial  invitation  to  all,  to  attend  the 
day  sessions  as  well  as  the  evening  meetings  of  the  Convention. 

The  exercises  of  the  evening  were  closed  about  quarter  to  ten 
o’clock,  all  joined  in  singing  the  long  metre  doxology — “  Praise  God, 
from  whom  all  blessings  flow,”  and  Rev.  Mr.  Erysinger  pronounced 
the  benediction. 


WEDNESDAY— SECOND  DAY. 

A  prayer  meeting  was  held  in  the  Sunday-school  room,  from  nine 
to  half-past  nine  o’clock,  conducted  by  James  McCormick,  Harrisburg. 

At  half-past  nine  o’clock  the  President  called  the  Convention 
to  order  and  announced  the  hymn,  “  How  sweet  the  name  of  Jesus 
sounds,”  which  was  sung;  after  which  Major  Erew,  of  Pittsburgh, 
read  the  second  chapter  of  St.  James’  Epistle,  and  prayer  was  offered 
by  D.  E.  Small  of  York.  Two  verses  of  “  Lo !  I  do  stretch  my  hands 
to  Thee,”  were  then  sung. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day’s  proceedings  were  read  and 
approved. 

Resolutions,  memorials  and  petitions  were  called  for,  and  General 
Reaver,  of  Bellefonte,  presented  a  resolution  on  distribution  of  tracts. 
In  accordance  with  the  rules  it  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Reso¬ 
lutions. 

The  President  announced  the  following  as  this  Committee  : — Major 
Erew,  Pittsburgh;  D.  E.  Small,  York;  John  Knox  Marshall,  Phila¬ 
delphia;  J.  Kennedy,  Mt.  Joy;  J.  N.  Cunningham,  Johnstown  ; 
J.  II.  Pearsol,  Lancaster;  James  Price,  Waynesboro’. 

Also  the  following  as  the  Committee  on  Credentials  :  J.  N.  Wolfe, 
Carlisle;  J.  Huber,  Danville;  W.  C.  Alexander,  Easton  ;  G.  H.  Slay- 
baugh,  Shippensburg ;  J.  T.  Moore,  Pittsburgh;  J.  E.  Patterson, 
Harrisburg. 

On  motion,  the  ministers  of  Carlisle  were  made  corresponding 
members  of  the  Convention. 

Reports  from  Associations  were  called  for.  The  time  of  each 
delegate  was  limited  to  three  minutes.  Qn  motion  of  Major  Frew, 
the  delegations  were  called  in  alphabetical  order.  The  following 
were  heard  from  : 

Beaver  Falls,  J.  W.  Elliot. — It  has  required  great  effort  to  keep 
our  Association  in  order.  We  have  a  glorious  field  of  labor.  We 
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can  all  be  missionaries  without  leaving  our  homes,  as  we  have  some 
ninety  Chinese  in  our  town.  We  are  about  to  procure  for  them 
Bibles  in  their  own  language. 

I).  E.  Small,  added — This  Association  hope  to  have  a  building  before 
long.  They  have  the  promise  of  funds  almost  sufficient  for  the  pur¬ 
pose.  They  are  also  endeavoring  to  publish  a  monthly  paper  in  the 
interests  of  the  Association.  Bro.  Small  proposed  that  special  prayer 
be  offered  for  these  Chinese ;  and  the  President  directed  that  two 
minutes  be  spent  in  silent  prayer  in  their  behalf,  after  which  a  short 
vocal  prayer  was  offered. 

Reports  were  then  presented  from — 

Blairsville,  T.  B.  Pulley. — We  have  great  reason  to  be  encouraged. 
There  is  great  unanimity  among  the  different  denominations.  We 
are  united  heart  and  hand.  In  our  devotional  meetings  on  Sabbath 
afternoon  it  is  impossible  to  tell  to  what  denomination  a  person  speaking 
or  leading  in  prayer  belongs.  We  are  about  opening  a  reading-room, 
and  are  taking  active  steps  toward  the  formation  of  a  library.  We 
have  about  sixty  names  on  the  roll,  about  thirty  of  whom  are  active. 

Bellefonte,  0.  F.  Cook. — We  have  four  branch  Associations  from 
two  and  one-half  to  two  and  three-fourths  miles  out  of  town,  and  are 
doing  a  good  work,  although  we  have  some  discouragements.  Our 
jail  work  has  been  greatly  blessed.  We  had  a  revival  there,  the  only 
one  in  our  town. 

Carlisle,  J.  A.  Duke. — We  have  fifty  members,  about  twenty  of 
whom  are  active  working  men.  We  hold  a  cottage  prayer-meeting  on 
Monday  evening  from  house  to  house,  and  open  air  meetings  on  Sabbath 
afternoon  at  six  o’clock,  in  which  we  are  assisted  by  the  ministers  of  our 
town.  These  open  air  meetings  are  largely  attended,  from  two  to  four 
hundred  persons  being  present.  From  the  conduct  of  those  who 
attend,  and  from  the  interest  they  manifest,  we  have  reason  to  believe 
that  God  is  blessing  the  meetings.  Men  who  never  enter  a  church 
attend  these  meetings  regularly.  We  also  have  regular  tract  distri¬ 
bution  on  the  trains  every  day  ;  tracts  are  also  distributed  at  the  open 
air  meetings.  We  have  suspended  our  reading-room,  finding  it  an 
unprofitable  investment;  still  we  have  furniture  and  five  hundred  vol¬ 
umes  of  books.  We  established  a  mission  Sabbath-school,  .  about 
six  months  ago,  which  is  increasing  in  interest  and  numbers,  and 
we  have  five  hundred  dollars  in  our  treasury,  toward  the  purchase  of 
a  mission  chapel. 

Chambersburg,  W.  B.  Reed. — We  have  about  sixty  members,  of 
whom  three-fourths  are  professing  Christians.  Our  active  member¬ 
ship  does  not  exceed  fifteen.  With  this  force  we  have  been  carrying 
on  one  cottage  meeting  during  the  week,  and  sometimes  as  many  as 
three;  also  open  air  services,  and  a  daily  morning  prayer-meeting. 
Our  meetings  are  well  attended,  and  we  have  much  reason  for 
encouragement. 

Dunbar,  T.  W.  Watt  — In  addition  to  what  I  said  on  yesterday 
afternoon,  I  may  say  that  for  the  last  four  weeks  we  have  had  reason 
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to  be  very  much  encouraged.  We  sustain  five  prayer-meetings,  and 
two  Sunday-schools,  which  are  all  well  attended. 

Danville,  J.  Huber. — Our  Association  is  yet  in  its  infancy,  being 
but  little  over  three  months  old.  We  have  thirty-five  members;  our 
active  working  members  are  fourteen.  We  hold  prayer-meetings  on 
Friday  and  Sabbath  evenings,  which  are  very  well  attended,  and  we 
have  reason  to  believe  our  labors  are  being  blessed.  We  hope  to 
have  a  reading-room. 

Easton,  S.  G-.  Barnes. — The  expenses  of  our  Association  have  been 
very  heavy.  Our  active  members  are  few,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
year  it  was  a  very  serious  question  whether  we  could  keep  up  the 
Association,  but  a  noble  man  of  wealth  came  forward  and  footed  our 
bills,  and  now  we  are  trying  for  another  year.  We  hold  two  week 
evening  meetings,  and  a  Sabbath  evening  service,  which  are  well 
attended.  We  tried  the  experiment  of  bringing  in  ladies,  and  the 
attendance  has  doubled  since  then ;  our  room  is  crowded  every  Sun¬ 
day.  We  have  moved  from  the  third  story  of  one  building  to  the 
second  story  of  another,  and  besides  its  being  more  convenient,  we 
have  it  for  less  rent. 

Emlenton,  J.  B.  Wise. — The  Emlenton  Association  was  organized 
the  third  of  January  1872.  Since  then  we  have  received  one 
hundred  and  seven  members  in  all.  Of  this  number  there  are 
twenty-six  male  and  thirty-three  female  members.  Twelve  active 
members  have  removed  from  the  place,  and  one  has  gone  to  his  reward. 
We  have  one  Sabbath  appointment,  and  one  on  Wednesday  evening, 
both  in  our  rooms.  We  have  taken  up  three  outside  appointments, 
at  one  of  which  an  Association  has  been  organized,  and  a  Sabbath- 
school  at  each  of  the  other  two  places,  which  is  carried  on  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  Association  work. 

Foxburg. — H.  K.  Porter  read  an  interesting  letter  from  Rev. 
E.  W.  Matthews,  full  of  words  of  encouragement,  but  too  lengthy  to 
publish. 

Turtle  Creek,  J.  S.  Stewart. — Our  Association  contains  about 
fifteen  active  members.  We  have  regular  monthly  meetings  for 
business,  and  devotional  meetings  on  Monday  evenings,  besides  cot¬ 
tage  and  out-door  meetings  at  such  times  as  can  be  found  practicable. 
No  special  interest  can  be  reported,  but  it  is  hoped  patient  and  prayer¬ 
ful  continuance  in  the  work  will,  in  the  end,  bring  blessed  results. 

NEIGHBORHOOD  PRAYER-MEETINGS. 

The  hour  for  hearing  reports  from  Associations  having  expired, 
the  next  order  of  business  was  taken  up,  which  was  the  discussion  of 
Neighborhood  Prayer-meetings. 

D.  E.  Small,  of  York,  opened  the  discussion.  He  said,  This  is  a 
subject  of  very  great  importance.  In  my  town  these  prayer-meetings 
have  been  one  of  the  strong  arms  of  the  Association.  We  have  held 
these  meetings  first  in  school-houses,  then  in  three-story  mansions, 
and  lastly  in  one-story  cottages.  One  of  the  best  of  these  meetings, 
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was  on  a  rainy  night,  when  I  thought  nobody  else  would  be  there 
but  the  gentleman  of  the  house,  and  one  or  two  neighbors,  but  to 
my  surprise,  about  a  dozen  persons  came  from  the  same  motives  I 
did,  because  they  supposed  there  would  be  hardly  any  one  there. 
These  meetings  have  been  well  sustained,  and  have  spread  out  into 
the  country.  A  proposition  was  made  to  go  out  into  the  neighboring 
village.  There  was  not  a  single  place  of  worship  in  it,  though  it 
contained  some  eight  or  nine  hundred  people.  There  was  preaching 
there  occasionally,  but  they  went  into  town  to  meeting  mostly.  I 
expected  we  might  possibly  get  a  house  by  effort,  but  what  was  my 
surprise  when  told  that  they  had  been  offered  a  house  which  I  should 
have  thought  was  the  last  one  that  would  have  opened  its  doors  to 
us.  The  man  shortly  afterwards  gave  a  lot,  and  upon  it  is  erected  a 
house  of  worship,  where  the  Association  hold  a  meeting  regularly 
every  Sabbath  evening. 

Our  plan  of  carrying  on  a  Sunday  evening  street  meeting  is  this. 
We  started  two  years  ago.  A  young  Episcopal  brother  was  one  of 
the  speakers  at  our  first  meeting.  We  received  an  invitation  to 
come  again  the  next  week.  Sixteen  young  men  now  compose  our 
regular  committee;  four  localities  are  selected,  and  four  go  to  each 
place  once  in  each  month. 

We  have  added  to  our  neighborhood  prayer-meetings  another  work. 
We  have  held  woods  meetings.  On  last  Sunday,  with  the  thermometer 
at  one  hundred  degrees,  we  met  five  hundred  country  people,  besides 
about  sixty  members  of  the  Association,  and  had  a  good  time  before 
the  Lord.  We  have  heard  of  its  blessed  results  already,  and  two 
meetings  have  been  appointed  to  be  held  regularly. 

llev.  Robert  McMillan,  Hermon. — There  are  two  things  I  would 
like  to  speak  of :  the  first  is,  Be  careful  in  the  selection  of  the  chapter 
you  read.  Study  the  character  of  the  family  where  the  meeting  is 
to  be  held,  and  lift  up  a  prayer  to  God,  that  his  Spirit  may  direct  you 
to  some  portion  of  His  word  that  shall  be  suited  to  their  condition. 
On  one  occasion,  when  I  held  a  meeting  at  the  house  of  a  family 
where  there  were  both  aged  grandparents  and  young  children,  and 
not  a  pious  person  in  the  household,  my  mind  was  directed  to  the 
story  of  the  blessing  that  came  upon  the  house  of  Obed-edom,  because 
t  he  ark  of  the  Lord  rested  there.  In  another  instance  a  meeting  was 
held  at  a  house  where  one  of  the  family  was  a  drunkard,  and  my  mind 
was  directed  to  the  passage,  “  Can  a  man  be  born  when  he  is  old  ?  ” 

The  other  point  is,  select  some  one  member  of  the  family  and  try  to 
bring  the  whole  evening’s  exercises  home  to  his  case.  And  when 
about  to  leave,  let  one  speak  a  word  to  the  aged,  another  to  the  young, 
so  that  each  member  of  tbe  family  shall  be  personally  addressed  on 
the  subject  of  salvation. 

Singing — “  Must  Jesus  bear  tbe  cross  alone?” 

H.  E.  Spielman,  Chambersburg. — At  a  meeting  I  attended  lately, 
all  seemed  very  much  interested  in  tbe  services.  The  next  day  a 
poor  old  man  inquired  of  me  where  the  next  out-door  meeting  would 
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be  beld,  and  said  be  was  more  impressed  at  that  meeting  tban  any  he 
bad  ever  attended.  He  bad  not  attended  church  for  nearly  four  years, 
and  had  resolved  that  he  would  not,  because  he  had  not  been  noticed. 
Our  cottage  meetings  have  been  very  well  attended,  especially  by  the 
young  people. 

H.  K.  Porter,  Pittsburgh. — I  want  to  endorse  what  Bro.  McMillan 
has  said  about  selecting  the  chapter  or  passage  of  Scripture  for  the 
occasion,  with  reference  to  the  condition  of  the  persons  present.  Again, 
when  we  go  into  these  homes  it  should  be  with  the  kindest  spirit  and 
familiarity,  and  showing  an  interest  in  the  family ;  in  the  spirit  of 
those  who  come  to  sympathize,  rather  than  to  teach.  Then  I  would 
advise  that  we  get  the  several  churches  interested  in  these  meetings 
by  getting  them  to  become  responsible  for  three  or  four  members  to 
hold  meetings  in  this  or  that  part  of  the  city. 

J.  Andrews,  Tidioute. — The  first  of  the  week  "we  make  out  the 
appointments  for  the  next  Sabbath.  We  then  pray  for  the  success  of 
these  meetings,  and  for  the  leader.  We  generally  appoint  two  to  each 
place.  The  meetings  are  published  each  week  in  the  paper.  The 
people  know  who  is  coming.  The  leaders  itinerate,  and  it  takes  them 
about  two  months  to  finish  the  circuit,  and  the  people  always  have 
something  new.  Last  Sabbath  I  was  fourteen  miles  from  Tidioute. 
The  Sabbath-school  was  crowded.  After  Sabbath-school  we  held  a 
prayer-meeting.  The  men  who  a  year  ago,  when  we  first  went  there, 
ridiculed  us,  are  to  day  our  most  earnest  Christian  workers.  On  last 
Sabbath  week  seven  asked  for  prayers,  and  one  man  was  converted, 
who  thanked  God  for  a  sore  foot  which  prevented  his  escaping  from 
us,  as  he  would  have  done  at  the  commencement  of  the  meeting,  if  he 
could. 

J.  F.  Robinson,  Pittsburgh — Spoke  of  the  blessedness  of  hearing 
God’s  word  as  quoted  by  one  and  another  in  these  meetings.  Ail  can 
take  part  in  this,  and  all  be  profited  by  it. 

J.  Kennedy,  Mt.  Joy.— I  have  learned  that  the  religion  of  Jesus 
Christ  is  a  personal  religion,  and  that  I  have  obligations  that  no  one 
can  discharge  for  me,  however  superior  they  may  be  to  me.  To  illus¬ 
trate  :  A  Universalist,  speaking  of  several  addresses  he  had  heard,  said, 
“  I  was  most  favorably  impressed  with  the  last  speaker,  though  his 
language  was  broken,  while  that  of  some  of  the  other  speakers  was 
eloquent.  But,”  said  he,  “  I  cared  nothing  about  the  language;  it 
was  the  earnestness  of  the  man  that  impressed  me.” 

Two  minutes  were  spent  in  silent  prayer,  after  which  Professor 
Johnson  led  in  singing  “  Come,  Holy  Spirit,  Heavenly  Dove,”  and 
H.  K.  Porter  led  in  vocal  prayer. 

Remarks  followed  by  Major  W.  Frew,  Pittsburgh. — I  have  thought 
many  of  us  were  deterred  from  performing  our  duty,  partly  through 
indolence,  and  partly  by  shatne,  because  we  cannot  do  as  well  as  some¬ 
body  else.  If  we  would  receive  the  plaudit  “  Well  done,”  we  must 
rid  ourselves  of  the  latter,  as  well  as  of  the  former. 

John  M.  Peddicord,  Harrisburg. — We  have  head  enough  if  we  have 
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heart  enough  ;  but  if  our  hearts  are  cold,  we  shall  feel  like  excusing 
ourselves,  and  sleeping  after  a  heavy  dinner,  rather  than  working  for 
Christ.  May  the  Lord  deliver  us  from  indolence. 

T.  F.  Baily,  Pittsburgh.— One  difficulty  is,  we  do  not  concentrate 
enough.  The  good  effected  in  one  place  is  lost  before  we  get  there 
again.  Let  us  stick  to  one  place  until  we  accomplish  something  there. 

C.  F.  Cook,  Bellefonte.— Grave  some  interesting  instances  of  the 
good  effected  by  earnest,  constant  Christian  effort. 

The  President. — Brethren,  I  think  I  am  a  Methodist  this  morning. 
I  have  been  wanting  to  shout.  It  seems  to  me  we  must  find  expres¬ 
sion  in  some  way  for  our  feelings,  for  these  glowing  reports  that  come  to 
us.  I  want  to  say  three  or  four  things  about  these  meetings.  First,  be 
careful  not  to  appoint  meetings  on  the  nights  of  church  meetings, 
that  there  be  no  collision  or  any  division  of  interest.  Next,  be  sure 
to  be  at  the  meeting,  rain  or  shine.  Once  when  hesitating  about 
keeping  an  appointment,  doubting  whether  the  people  would  come  out 
in  the  rain,  Itev.  Albert  Barnes  said  to  me,  “  The  rain  won’t  prevent 
the  blessing.  I  never  made  an  appointment,”  said  he,  “  that  I  let 
anything  but  sickness  hinder  me.”  The  next  thing  is  to  be  prepared. 
This  was  enforced  by  the  speaker.  The  next  thing  is,  be  sociable. 
I  believe  in  the  religion  of  hand-shaking.  Don’t  miss  the  children ; 
let  them  feel  that  they  are  of  some  account.  And  finally,  let  us  not 
he  ashamed  to  carry  the  cross.  I  learned  a  lesson  not  long  since,  in 
reading  of  Simon,  who  was  compelled  to  bear  the  cross.  Let  us  bear 
it  willingly.  Simon’s  name  is  written  in  this  blessed  Bible ;  ours 
shall  be  written  in  the  Book  of  Life,  if  we  bear  the  cross  on  earth. 

The  time  for  the  next  order  of  business  having  arrived,  the  Busi¬ 
ness  Committee  requested  brethren  having  questions  to  be  answered, 
to  send  them  to  the  Secretary’s  desk  in  writing. 

This  Committee  reported  the  following  order  of  business  for  the 
afternoon  and  evening. 

First.  Report  of  the  State  Executive  Committee. 

Three  o’clock — The  topic  for  discussion — District  Conventions  and 
Laymen’s  Institutes,  to  be  opened  by  the  Rev.  S.  A.  Taggart,  in  a 
ten  minutes’  address,  followed  by  voluntary  remarks  of  three  minutes 
each. 

Half-past  four — Question  drawer  to  be  opened,  and  questions  read 
and  answered. 

Evening  session — Discussion  on  Faith  and  Works,  to  be  opened  by 
M.  Stutzman,  of  Harrisburg,  Gr.  N.  Slaybaugh,  of  Shippensburg, 
each  allowed  ten  minutes,  to  be  followed  by  voluntary  addresses  of 
th  ree  minutes. 

Ten  minute  addresses  by  J.  Fowdon,  of  Dickinson  College,  and 
H.  K.  Porter,  of  Pittsburgh,  will  close  the  discussion,  which  will 
be  interspersed  with  devotional  exercises. 

On  motion  of  H.  K.  Porter,  five  minutes  were  devoted  to  receiv¬ 
ing  pledges  from  Associations,  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  State  work 
for  the  coming  year. 
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PRAISE  AND  PRAYER-MEETING. 

The  remaining  portion  of  the  morning  session  was  occupied  with  a 
praise  and  prayer-meeting,  led  by  Professor  Johnson.  Tests  were 
asked  and  given  on  the  following  subjects,  the  exercises  inter¬ 
spersed  with  prayer  and  singing: — Promises  of  answer  to  Prayer, 
Love,  Faith.  A  delightful  and  profitable  half  hour  was  thus  spent, 
and  at  twelve  o’clock  the  Convention  adjourned.  Prior  to  adjourn¬ 
ing,  however,  the  following  committee  was  announced  by  the  Chair: 

Committee  on  Associations — Rev.  Robert  McMillan,  Hermon; 
N.  H.  Shearer,  York;  J.  E.  Patterson,  Harrisburg;  T.  W.  Watt,  Dun¬ 
bar;  S.  G-.  Barnes,  Easton;  J.  F.  Robinson,  Pittsburgh;  T.  B.  Dulley, 
Blairsville. 

The  Devotional  Committee  also  reported  the  following:  Prayer- 
meeting  at  two  o’clock  this  afternoon,  in  the  chapel,  to  be  led  by 
A.  F.  Campbell,  Philadelphia. 

Open  air  meeeting  at  half-past  six  this  evening,  as  follows:  On 
the  Public  Square,  to  be  led  by  the  Rev.  R.  McMillan,  Hermon. 
Speakers — J.  Kennedy,  Mount  Joy;  T.  B.  Dulley,  Blairsville;  Cap¬ 
tain  S.  J.  Shoop,  New  Cumberland. 

Corner  of  Louther  and  East  streets,  to  be  led  by  T.  D.  Logan, 
Pittsburgh;  D.  E.  Small,  York;  J.  E.  Patterson,  Harrisburg;  W.  K. 
Jennings,  Pittsburgh. 

Prayer-meeting  at  nine  o’clock  to-morrow  morning,  in  the  chapel, 
to  be  led  by  Professor  William  G.  Fischer,  Philadelphia. 

The  morning  session  closed  with  singing  the  doxology,  and  with 
the  benediction  by  the  Rev.  W.  M.  Frysinger,  of  Carlisle. 


AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Previous  to  the  business  session,  a  half-hour  prayer  meeting  was 
held,  led  by  A.  F.  Campbell,  Philadelphia. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  at  half-past 
two  o’clock. 

The  hymn,  “  Jesus,  lover  of  my  soul,”  was  sung,  after  which 
Rev.  Wm.  M.  Taylor,  Shippensburg,  read  from  the  sixth  chapter  of 
Ephesians,  and  led  in  prayer.  Two  verses  of  the  hymn  “Jesus,  and 
shall  it  ever  be,”  were  then  sung.  The  reading  of  the  minutes  was 
postponed  until  the  morning  session. 

Rev.  Dr.  McCauley,  President  of  Dickinson  College,  being  present, 
was  invited  forward  and  introduced  by  the  President  to  the  Conven¬ 
tion.  Dr.  McCauley  made  a  few  remarks  expressive  of  his  great 
pleasure  in  being  present,  and  the  interest  he  had  taken  for  many 
years  as  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  in  the  work  of  the  Association,  and 
closed  with  an  invitation  to  the  Convention  to  visit  the  College. 

Major  Frew  moved  that  the  invitation  be  accepted,  and  that  the 
details  be  referred  to  the  Business  Committee  to  arrange  for  our 
visit. 

The  motion  was  unanimously  adopted. 
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The  Annual  Report  of  the  State  Executive  Committee  was 
presented  and  read  by  Rev.  S.  A.  Taggart,  State  Secretary.  It  is 
as  follows  : 

REPOET  OF  THE  STATE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  TO  THE  FIFTH 
ANNUAL  CONVENTION  AT  CARLISLE,  PA. 

The  Executive  Committee  in  presenting  its  Annual  Report  would 
state  that  the  work  has  been  highly  encouraging  during  the  past  year. 

At  its  meeting  in  October,  the  Committee  determined  to  hold  a 
series  of  visitation  meetings,  or  local  conventions  among  the  Associa¬ 
tions  of  the  State.  Each  member  of  the  Committee,  in  his  particular 
district,  with  its  Secretary,  and  Prof.  Win.  Johnson,  were  appointed 
to  conduct  these  meetings. 

The  first  series  were  held  during  the  months  of  December  and 
January,  in  Connellsville,  Dunbar,  Burgettstown,  Candor,  Meadville, 
Franklin,  Titusville,  Warren,  Beaver  Falls,  Parker’s  Landing,  Brook- 
ville,  Carlisle,  Shippensburg,  Chambersburg,  Gettysburg,  Lancaster, 
Manheim,  Mt.  Joy,  Columbia,  Scranton,  Carbondale,  Great  Bend, 
Susquehanna  Depot,  Wilkesbarre,  Plymouth,  Williamsport  and  Jersey 
Shore. 

At  its  meeting  in  February  the  Committee  received  written  Reports 
from  these  meetings,  of  so  encouraging  a  nature,  that  it  determined 
to  continue  them  during  the  months  of  March  and  April,  making  per¬ 
sonal  pledges  of  sufficient  funds  to  carry  on  the  work ;  during  which  time 
meetings  were  held  in  Washington,  Freeport,  Altoona,  Bellefonte, 
Coatesville,  Pittston,  Tunkhannock,  Towanda,  Clearfield,  Tyrone, 
Waynesboro,  Middletown,  Weatherly,  New  Milford  and  Montrose, 
besides  more  informal  meetings  in  smaller  organizations.  Fifty  of  these 
Conventions  have  been  held,  continuing  from  one  to  three  days  in  each 
place,  making  in  all,  three  hundred  and  fifty  sessions  of  Conventions 
that  have  been  held  throughout  the  State  during  the  past  year. 

The  object  of  these  meetings  has  not  been  to  awaken  general 
interest,  so  much  as  to  stimulate  those  who  are  already  engaged  in  it. 
In  many  places  both  these  ends  were  accomplished.  In  almost  every 
place  a  deep  spiritual  interest  was  manifested.  At  Carbondale,  Great 
Bend,  Williamsport  and  Jersey  Shore,  quite  a  number  gave  evidence 
of  conviction  for  sin,  and  of  rejoicing  in  Jesus  as  their  Saviour.  The 
testimony  of  many  Christians  was  that  they  had  enjoyed  genuine 
times  of  refreshing;  of  their  incitement  to  a  holier  life;  and  an 
humbler  reliance  upon  the  grace  of  God,  for  a  life  of  consecration  to 
his  service. 

Many  of  our  Associations  have  had  no  definite  aim  in  view,  and 
the  consequence  has  been  a  feverish,  fitful  existence,  and  in  many 
instances  a  shameful  death. 

The  salvation  of  souls,  and  especially  of  young  men,  and  the 
development  of  their  spiritual  strength,  is  the  true  aim  of  these  organiza¬ 
tions  ;  or,  to  state  it  otherwise,  it  means  a  work  for  every  man,  and 
every  man  at  his  work.  With  this  aim  specially  urged  in  our  meetings, 
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they  were  blessed  in  giving  strength  to  many  of  the  weak  organiza¬ 
tions,  and  placing  the  work  of  the  Association  in  a  new  light  before 
the  minds  of  many  people. 

Twenty-four  new  organizations  have  been  formed  during  the  year 
in  the  following  places  :  Wilkesbarre,  Plymouth,  Bouseville,  Pleasant- 
ville,  Beaver  Falls,  Waynesboro,  Coatesville,  Manheim,  Hulmeville, 
Oakdale,  Mt.  Pleasant,  Blairsville,  Susquehanna  Depot,  Montrose, 
Weatherly,  Foxburg,  St.  Petersburg,  Clearfield,  Orrstown,  New  Alex¬ 
andria,  Newburg,  East  Hickory,  Tionesta  and  Lebanon. 

One  hundred  Associations  are  organized  in  the  State,  and  the  great 
majority  are  working  with  more  or  less  efficiency.  A  few  are  tempo¬ 
rarily  disorganized,  for  want  of  a  place  of  meeting ;  and  a  few  (we 
are  sorry  to  record)  through  lack  of  interest  and  consecration  to  the 
work  on  the  part  of  their  members.  It  is  hoped  that  by  timely  encour¬ 
agement  and  judicious  management,  these  Associations  may  yet  be 
revived  and  made  permanently  efficient  in  the  service  of  Christ. 

Forty  private  visitations  have  been  made  in  addition  to  the  local 
conventions.  Fifty  sermons  and  addresses  have  been  delivered  with 
special  reference  to  the  work,  in  as  many  different  places.  Eight 
thousand  pamphlets,  circulars  and  letters  have  been  sent  to  the  various 
organizations  of  the  State,  and  over  ten  thousand  miles  have  been 
travelled  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  of  the  Committee. 

Since  our  last  Annual  Convention,  we  have  been  constrained  to 
record  the  resignation  of  Mr.  T.  K.  Cree  and  W.  D.  Mossman,  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  whose  faithful,  self-denying  and  very 
efficient  service,  has  done  much  for  the  prosperity  of  our  cause  in  this 
State. 

The  Committee  would  recommend  the  election  of  an  Executive 
Committee  for  the  coming  year,  to  consist  of  sixteen  members. 

Our  thanks  are  due  as  usual,  to  many  railroad  companies  for  the 
courtesies  extended  to  us  in  the  prosecution  of  our  work ;  but  more 
especially  to  J.  Edgar  Thomson,  President  Pennsylvania  B.  B., 
Wm.  Thaw,  Vice-President  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and  Cincinnati 
B.  B..  and  Messrs.  Pitcairn  and  McCreighton,  P.  B.  B. 

A  Tabular  Statement  of  the  statistics  of  Associations  accompanies 
this  Beport,  and  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  to  the  printed  Beport. 

With  profound  gratitude  to  God  for  the  special  mark  of  his  favor 
upon  the  work  of  our  hearts  in  the  past  year,  we  are  your  brethren 
in  the  work  of  our  blessed  Master.

The  Report  was  accepted,  and  by  request  of  Mr.  Porter,  a  Commit¬ 
tee  was  appointed  to  audit  the  Report.  The  following  brethren  were 
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appointed  such  Committee:  Major  Frew,  Pittsburgh  ;  John  Knox 
Marshall,  Philadelphia;  George  Robinson,  Lancaster. 

The  President  urged  liberality,  and  an  earnest  effort  to  provide  for 
the  full  amount  required  to  carry  on  the  State  work. 

Singing — “  Guide  me,  0  thou  great  Jehovah.” 

At  the  request  of  the  President,  Vice-President  Small  took  the 
chair.  Rev.  Dr.  Wing  was  asked  to  lead  in  prayer. 

A.  F.  Campbell,  Philadelphia,  moved  that  the  Associations  repre¬ 
sented  he  requested  to.  pay  an  additional  amount,  sufficient  to  meet 
the  deficit.  After  a  short  discussion  the  motion  was  withdrawn. 

DISCUSSION  ON  DISTRICT  CONVENTIONS  AND  LAYMEN’S  INSTITUTES. 

Opened  by  Rev.  S.  A.  Taggart.  Mr.  Taggart  said  :  One  very 
natural  advantage  of  these  District  Conventions,  was  that  a  greater 
number  of  people  were  reached  and  instructed  in  regard  to  Associa¬ 
tion  work.  Many  of  our  organizations  and  workers  are  financially 
unable  to  send  delegates  to  the  State  or  National  Conventions,  and 
the  next  best  thing  is  to  send  delegates  to  them,  who  are  earnestly 
enlisted  in  the  work,  and  as  “  iron  sharpeneth  iron,  so  a  man  sharp- 
eneth  the  countenance  of  his  friend,”  the  result  is,  workers  are  stimu¬ 
lated  and  encouraged  in  their  fields  of  labor. 

Many  persons  need  to  be  enlightened  in  regard  to  the  nature  of 
our  work.  In  many  places  it  is  misrepresented  and  maligned,  because 
not  understood,  and  it  is  certainly  wise  to  send  those  who  are  intelli¬ 
gently  zealous  among  the  Associations  to  give  the  needed  infor¬ 
mation. 

I  take  it,  that  our  workers  do  not  need  to  be  enlightened  so  much 
in  theories  concerning  Christian  work,  as  to  he  encouraged  and 
stimulated;  and  especially  do  they  need  the  unction  of  the  Spirit. 
No  matter  how  much  we  may  know,  or  even  how  eloquently,  or 
beautifully,  or  learnedly  we  may  speak  of  Divine  truth,  without  this 
unction,  which  comes  through  earnest,  patient,  prayerful  waiting  on 
God,  the  work  is  in  vain,  for  immortal  souls  are  untouched.  One 
feature  of  the  District  Conventions  last  winter,  was  the  unction  which 
God  gave  us  in  many  of  our  meetings,  and  hence  the  peculiar  and 
soul-reaching  power  that  attended  them.  As  it  was  in  the  past,  so  may 
it  be  hoped  and  prayed  for  in  still  greater  measure  in  the  future. 

Singing — “  Saviour,  visit  Thy  plantation.” 

L.  K.  Deitrich,  Harrisburg,  gave  an  interesting  account  of  the 
meetings  that  had  been  held  in  his  part  of  the  State. 

REPORTS  FROM  ASSOCIATIONS. 

The  roll-call  was  resumed  at  the  point  where  it  was  discontinued  in 
the  morning,  to  hear  from  Associations  that  had  not  yet  reported. 

Germantown,  John  Knox  Marshall. — There  is  much  encouragement 
in  the  work  there.  The  Association  was  organized  in  March,  1871, 
and  has  about  three  hundred  and  twenty  members.  The  reading- 
room,  monthly  meetings,  and  lyceum,  are  well  attended,  and  the  library 
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well  patronized.  Weekly  prayer-meetings  were  held  last  winter,  and 
singing  and  writing  classes  were  organized.  Open-air  meetings  are 
being  held  this  summer,  at  which  the  attendance  is  very  large. 
Last  spring  an  attempt  was  made  to  raise  money  to  erect  a  new 
building,  but  the  hot  weather  coming  on,  the  managers  thought  it  best 
to  postpone  their  work  of  canvassing  for  funds  until  fall.  The 
President,  Vm.  Adamson,  had  taken  several  large  subscriptions. 
He  is  a  model  Christian  character,  a  man  full  of  the  love  of  God, 
with  a  heart  longing  for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  among  the 
young  men  of  the  town.  Hot  weather  never  affects  him  in  the 
discharge  of  what  he  feels  to  be  his  duty.  He  knows  no 
discouragements  when  working  for  Jesus,  and  having  faith  that 
the  Christian  men  of  Germantown  would  aid  in  carrying  through 
this  great  work,  he  determined  to  advance  the  means  for  the  Asso¬ 
ciation.  He  purchased  a  church  building  for  $25,000,  and  is  now 
spending  $10,000  in  converting  it  into  a  grand  hall,  with  committee, 
prayer-meeting,  reading,  conversational,  and  bathing-rooms.  The 
building  will  also  contain  a  gymnasium,  and  all  the  conveniences, 
comforts,  and  attractions  that  the  citizens  and  young  men  can  desire. 
It  is  the  intention  of  the  members  of  the  Board  to  commence  collecting 
subscriptions  early  in  the  fall.  The  prospects  are  glorious,  and  next 
year  we  trust  the  Philadelphia  and  Germantown  Associations  will  tell 
you  of  such  a  work  for  Jesus  as  never  before  was  heard  of  in  a  State 
Convention. 

Harrisburg,  J.  E.  Patterson. — We  have  three  rooms,  and  a  good 
library  containing  fifteen  hundred  volumes ;  a  reading-room  supplied 
with  all  the  Philadelphia  and  New  York  daily  papers  and  the  leading 
magazines  of  the  country.  We  have  monthly  prayer-meetings,  and 
from  the  latter  part  of  fall,  till  the  early  part  of  spring,  cottage 
prayer-meetings.  Open-air  services  are  kept  up  for  four  or  five 
months  of  the  year  in  the  warm  weather,  and  until  it  is  too  cold  for 
out-door  meetings,  when  a  Sunday  evening  meeting  is  held  in  the 
lecture  room  of  the  Association.  A  daily  union  prayer-meeting 
is  held  each  day  except  Sunday,  at  eight  o’clock.  Monthly  union 
prayer-meetings  are  held  in  various  churches  of  the  city  from  Sunday 
to  Sunday.  On  Saturday  night  we  hold  a  young  men’s  prayer-meeting, 
which  is  not  very  largely  attended  during  the  summer  months,  but  iu 
winter  the  attendance  is  good.  We  have  charge  of  the  religious  in¬ 
struction  in  our  county  prison,  and  an  excellent  work  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  there.  We  also  hold  service  in  the  alms-house,  and  there  we 
have  had  much  encouragement.  The  people  have  been  attentive,  and 
souls  have  been  converted.  We  have  also  engaged  in  tract  distribu¬ 
tion,  and  have  kept  railroad  depots  and  other  prominent  places  con¬ 
stantly  supplied.  We  distribute  fifteen  copies  of  the  Christian 
Weekly  among  the  barber  shops  of  the  city.  A  Sabbath-school  in 
the  upper  part  of  the  city  we  have  transferred  to  the  care  of  two 
churches,  which  are  conducting  it  very  successfully.  This  work  is  con¬ 
ducted  by  twenty  active  members  of  our  Association. 
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Hermon,  Rev.  R.  McMillan. — We  have  eighteen  active  members. 
Not  having  a  room,  we  hold  our  meetings  in  houses.  We  operate  in  a 
rural  district  and  have  a  field  nine  miles  long  by  five  broad.  We  have 
not  the  ordinary  appliances  of  the  Associations ;  ours  are  a  horse, 
bridle  and  saddle.  Our  work  is  cottage  prayer-meetings,  and  visit¬ 
ing  the  sick,  and  we  thus  reach  many  who  will  not  or  cannot  attend 
church,  and  they  are  in  some  instances  brought  to  Christ,  and  into  the 
church. 

Singing — “A  charge  to  keep,  I  have.” 

The  Committee  reported  the  following  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Convention  accept  the  invitation  from  Dickinson 
College,  and  go  in  a  body  to  visit  that  Institution  at  five  o’clock  this 
evening;  and  that  the  faculty  and  students  of  the  College  be  invited 
to  seats  in  the  Convention  during  its  sessions. 

The  report  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  order  was  resumed,  and  the  following  responded. 

Lancaster,  Rev.  G-eorge  Robinson. — We  have  a  large  membership, 
but  many  of  them  are  not  active  workers.  We  hold  religious  service 
in  the  prison  every  week,  and  preach  and  talk  to  the  prisoners.  We  also 
have  an  open-air  meeting  on  Sunday  evening,  and  the  attendance  is 
very  good.  We  are  thinking  of  engaging  a  suite  of  rooms  in  the 
second  story  of  a  building. 

Lebanon,  E.  H.  A.  Snowwhite. — About  five  months  ago  a  small 
number  of  young  men  formed  themselves  into  an  Association  in 
North  Lebanon.  Our  small  number  is  slowly  increasing.  We  num¬ 
ber  now  about  fifty  active  members.  We  have  found  a  friend  of 
our  Master’s  cause  in  the  person  of  Hon.  G-.  Dawson  Coleman,  who  is 
building  a  house  for  the  Association,  and  has  kindly  presented  nearly 
one  hundred  volumes  to  the  library.  Our  Association  is  about  one 
mile  from  town.  Encouraged  by  the  good  result,  we  have  organized 
another  Association  in  Lebanon,  and  have  about  forty  members.  We 
have  elected  officers,  but  have  no  rooms  nor  library  yet.  We  hope 
however,  God  willing,  to  have  such  soon.  At  present  we  hold  our 
meetings  in  the  lecture-rooms  of  the  churches,  which  are  kindly 
offered  to  us.  A  large  field  lies  before  us. 

Mt.  Joy,  Rev.  J.  Kennedy. — We  are  not  getting  on  as  well  as  we 
had  expected.  Through  injudicious  management,  and  fires  which 
crippled  us,  we  have  been  embarrassed.  We  have  now,  however,  good 
hope  of  getting  a  reading-room,  and  also  a  room  for  prayer-meetings. 
Five  churches  are  working  with  us.  The  visit  of  brothers  Taggart 
and  Johnson  did  us  much  good. 

New  Cumberland,  Captain  S.  J.  Shoop. — We  think  our  Association 
is  in  a  pretty  good  condition.  We  are  young  and  our  place  is  small, 
but  the  attendance  at  our  prayer-meetings  is  good,  and  we  have  had 
the  Lord  with  us.  We  are  contemplating  the  organization  of  Sab¬ 
bath-schools,  also  of  cottage  prayer-meetings.  We  need  a  visit  from 
brethren  who  can  direct  and  encourage  us,  and  a  District  Convention 
would  help  us  greatly.  We  have  some  forty  members. 
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JSTewville,  J.  R.  Deckard. — We,  too,  are  quite  young.  Brothers 
Johnson  and  Young  visited  us  a  short  time  ago,  and  since  then  we 
have  organized  with  about  a  dozen  men  and  are  looking  forward  to 
success.  We  have  some  opposition,  but  trust  it  will  soon  cease. 
Some  oppose  us  because  they  think  we  will  injure  the  churches.  Our 
President  was  once  of  that  opinion,  but  as  he  has  seen  his  mistake  so 
we  trust  others  will.  I  ask  your  prayers  for  our  Association. 

Prayer  was  here  offered  for  this  Association  by  the  President. 

Brothers  Johnson  and  Taggart  sang  the  hymn  entitled  “  Consecra¬ 
tion.” 

Pittsburgh,  E.  A.  Orr. — We  have  a  reading-room  and  library,  which 
are  open  every  day.  Last  winter  we  had  free  lectures.  We  have  a 
Bible  class,  cottage  meetings,  hospital  meetings,  noon-day  meetings, 
and  open-air  meetings  on  Sabbath  afternoons  and  evenings.  We  have 
also  lately,  in  connection  with  the  Sabbath-school  Association  and 
Temperance  Alliance,  undertaken  to  issue  a  paper. 

Philadelphia,  John  Wanamaker. — There  are  two  things  we  don’t 
do  any  more  in  Philadelphia.  We  don’t  have  any  more  dress  parades 
of  our  work  in  the  newspapers,  and  we  don’t  allow  any  persons  to 
work  in  our  Association  when  it  interferes  with  work  in  their  churches. 
We  try  to  arrange  our  meetings  so  that  they  will  not  interfere  with 
those  of  the  churches.  We  have  a  reading-room  open  from  half-past 
eight  in  the  morning  until  ten  at  night,  and  a  library  of  five  thousand 
volumes.  We  have  also  a  lecture-room  and  a  committee-room.  Besides 
these  we  have  two  branch  Association  reading-rooms.  We  have  a  Lyceum 
on  Monday  evening,  Bible  study  on  Thursday,  and  Prayer-meeting 
on  Saturday  evenings  each  week.  We  hold  a  monthly  temperance 
meeting.  We  sustain  fifteen  open-air  meetings  every  Sabbath.  We  have 
an  Employment  Bureau,  which  has  secured  situations  for  twenty-three 
hundred  young  men.  We  have  also  a  young  men’s  home,  which  we  call  a 
League  House,  for  young  men  who  are  strangers  in  the  city  seeking  em¬ 
ployment,  and  for  others  of  small  means,  where  they  can  have  good  board 
and  good  bed  at  the  lowest  figure  that  will  cover  the  actual  cost.  I 
think  the  brightest  day  the  Association  has  ever  seen  has  dawned 
upon  it.  W e  used  to  spend  six  months  generally,  in  raising  the  amount 
needed  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Association  ;  now  we  have  it  all 
raised  or  promised  by  the  second  month  of  the  year.  In  order  to 
secure  a  full  attendance  at  our  Board  meetings,  we  now  have  a 
plain  tea  served  in  our  room,  thus  saving  time  and  enabling  brethren 
to  return  home  at  an  early  hour,  and  it  also  makes  the  meeting  a 
pleasant  social  occasion. 

The  hour  for  closing  these  reports  having  arrived,  Mr.  Wanamaker 
resumed  the  chair  and  gave  out  the  hymn,  “  Am  I  a  soldier  of  the 
cross?”  which  was  sung. 

QUESTIONS  ASKED  AND  ANSWERED. 

The  next  order  was  then  taken  up.  The  question  box  was  opened 
by  the  Secretary,  and  questions  were  read  and  replied  to  as  follows : 
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Question  1.  Would  it  be  advisable  for  our  Associations  to  sever 
from  their  membership  all  who  are  not  active  working  members  ? 

Answered  by  H.  K.  Porter,  John  Wanamaker,  and  Major  Frew. 
The  conclusion  arrived  at  was,  that  the  Associations  should  follow  the 
example  of  the  churches  in  this  matter. 

Question  2.  Ought  not  the  test  of  active  membership  in  our 
Associations  to  be  an  avowed  willingness  to  engage  in  some  branch  of 
Association  work  ? 

Answered  by  Brothers  Logan,  Johnson,  McCormick  and  Campbell. 
The  conclusion  reached  was,  that  none  should  be  received  who  are  not 
willing  to  work,  but  the  same  kind  of  work  is  not  to  be  required  of 
all.  The  qualifications  and  circumstances  of  persons  are  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  in  the  requisition  made  of  them. 

Question  3.  What  is  understood  by  a  Laymen’s  Institute  ? 

Answered  by  T.  A.  Taggart.  A  Laymen’s  Institute  is  similar  to 
this  gathering,  but  on  a  smaller  scale. 

Question  4.  Is  it  advisable  to  admit  ladies  to  full  membership  in 
our  Associations  ? 

Answered  by  Brothers  Jennings,  Dulley,  Snowwhite,  Frew  and 
Wanamaker.  The  substance  of  the  answers  was,  where  ladies  have 
been  admitted  the  plan  has  worked  well.  In  some  places  ladies  have 
their  own  Association,  and  their  work  is  confined  to  their  own  sex. 
In  large  cities  especially,  this  is  to  be  encouraged. 

Question  5.  Is  it  expedient  for  Associations  in  county  towns  of 
from  three  to  five  thousand  inhabitants  to  have  Association  rooms  as 
places  of  resort;  if  so,  what  is  the  real  plan  of  securing  and  managing 
such  rooms  ? 

Answered  by  John  Wanamaker.  By  all  means  have  a  house. 

Question  6.  Is  it  not  our  duty  to  make  organized  effort  to  suppress 
immoral  literature  ;  if  so,  how  can  it  be  done  ? 

Answered  by  Prof.  Johnson  and  J.  Andrews.  Prof.  Johnson 
thought  we  should  look  into  the  matter,  but  he  did  not  see  how  we 
should  get  at  it.  Bro.  Andrews  said  that  he  and  other  members  of 
his  Association  had  accomplished  something  in  this  direction,  as  also 
in  closing  barber  shops  on  Sabbath,  by  going  to  persons  and  warning 
them  of  a  withdrawal  of  patronage  if  they  persisted  in  their  course. 

The  Committee  on  Devotional  Exercises  reported  an  open-air  service 
arranged  for  on  the  Public  Square,  and  one  on  the  corner  of  Louther 
and  Bedford  streets,  both  to  commence  at  half-past  six  o’clock. 

The  doxology  was  sung,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Cray  pronounced  the  bene¬ 
diction. 


EVENING  SESSION. 

A  large  audience  assembled,  and  the  meeting  was  opened  at  half¬ 
past  seven  o’clock  by  singing,  “Lord,  I  hear  of  showers  of  blessings,” 
and  “Nearer,  my  God,  to  thee after  which  Rev.  N.  B.  Hartzler  read 
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the  second  chapter  of  the  Epistle  of  St.  James,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Wiley 
led  in  prayer. 

The  President  then  said: — We  are  called  together  to  discourse  on 
faith  and  works.  Let  us  wait  before  God  in  faith,  that  he  may  teach 
us  what  faith  is,  and  how  to  work  it  out  in  the  various  fields  to  which 
we  are  called. 

Singing — My  faith  looks  up  to  Thee.” 

Two  minutes  were  spent  in  silent  prayer,  followed  by  singing,  in 
subdued  tones,  while  still  in  the  attitude  of  prayer,  “Come,  Holy 
Spirit,  Heavenly  Hove,”  and  vocal  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  McCauley, 
President  of  Dickinson  College. 

DISCUSSION  ON  FATTII  AND  WORKS. 

The  discussion  of  the  above  subject  was  opened  by  M.  Stutzman, 
of  Harrisburg.  He  said  the  hardest  lesson  he  ever  had  to  learn  was 
that  he  could  not  save  himself.  Salvation  is  by  faith  without  works, 
but  works  are  the  fruit  of  faith,  and  the  evidence  of  salvation. 

Singing — “The  Cross.” 

The  discussion  was  continued  by  Brothers  Sleighborough,  White, 
Logan,  Campbell,  Detrich,  Gable,  McMillan,  Kennedy,  Small,  Mc¬ 
Cormick,  Froudon,  Porter,  and  Frysinger. 

Mr.  Gable,  of  Mt.  Joy,  said  he  didn’t  come  to  speak,  but  he  felt 
too  good  to  keep  still. 

The  President. — Bless  the  Lord! 

The  speaker  continued  in  a  happy  strain,  beautifully  illustrating 
his  subject. 

Rev.  Mr.  Frysinger,  rising  from  the  same  part  of  the  house,  said — 
Mr.  President,  it  is  getting  hot  here  in  the  amen  corner.  [Laughter.] 

The  President. — I’m  glad  of  it. 

Mr.  Frysinger. — Now,  I’m  a  Methodist. 

The  President. — We  are  all  Methodists  to-night. 

Mr.  Frysinger. — I  thought  you  would  be  before  you  got  through 
[laughter],  and  as  I  am  a  Methodist,  I  must  treat  this  subject 
methodically ;  I  shall  therefore  devote  the  first  minute  to  faith,  the 
second  to  works,  and  the  third  to  the  relation  between  faith  and 
works. 

God  has  given  to  every  man  faith.  We  see  its  first  exercise  in  the 
little  infant  when  it  stretches  out  its  arms  to  meet  a  mother’s  loving 
embrace ;  and  we  see  the  highest  exercise  of  it  in  the  belief  and 
trust  of  the  sinner  in  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  which 
the  soul  of  man  is  saved  from  sin.  W e  know  not  what  this  faith  is,  any 
more  than  we  know  what  love  is,  but  perhaps  one  of  the  best  defini¬ 
tions  ever  given  was  by  a  little  boy,  who  said,  “It  is  doing  God’s  will, 
and  asking  no  questions.”  It  is  an  unquestioning  trust  in  God. 

And  now  what  are  works,  in  a  Scriptural  sense  ?  Not,  I  am  sure, 
simply  making  a  profession  of  religion,  sitting  in  a  cushioned  pew, 
listening  to  an  eloquent  Gospel,  and  shutting  religion  in  the  pew  when 
you  have  slammed  to  the  door,  and  going  away  and  leaving  it  there  until 
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the  next  Sunday.  I  am  sure  of  that.  It  does  not  mean  simply  ease 
and  enjoyment;  and  I  doubt  whether  the  man  whose  head  has  never 
ached,  whose  hands  have  never  tired,  whose  feet  have  never  grown 
weary  in  thinking  over,  and  planning  for,  and  striving  to  raise  up  and 
succor,  suffering  and  fallen  humanity,  knows  what  Christian  work  is. 

As  to  faith  and  works,  they  are  inseparable  in  the  Divine  economy, 
just  as  inseparable  as  thunder  and  lightning.  It  is  impossible  to 
exercise  a  living  faith  without  practising  the  works  commended  to  us 
in  the  example  of  Christ  and  the  word  of  God.  Take  one  away  and  you 
leave  the  other  dead.  I  think  I  have  an  illustration  of  this  in  the 
Association  of  Carlisle.  Like  myself,  it  has  never  assumed  vast 
proportions,  and  it  is  not,  to  tell  the  truth,  of  a  very  robust  character, 
and  I  firmly  believe  that  nothing  has  kept  it  alive  for  two  years  past 
but  a  good  deal  of  exercise  in  the  open  air,  [Laughter.]  Now  it  is  not 
very  reputable  for  a  young  man  to  spend  considerable  of  his  time  on 
the  street  in  summer,  and  some  in  jail  in  winter,  but  that  is  just 
what  some  of  the  young  men  of  this  Association  have  been  doing, 
[laughter],  and  sir,  they  deserve  praise  for  it.  It  has  not  only  kept 
the  Association  alive,  but  them  as  Christian  men. 

The  President. — Among  our  Christian  workers  we  have  with  us 
Prof.  Fischer,  who  composed  the  sweet  music  to  those  beautiful  words, 
“  I  love  to  tell  the  story.”  He  will  please  come  forward  and  sing 
and  play  it  for  us. 

Prof.  Fischer  complied.  He  also  played  and  sang,  assisted  by  Prof. 
Johnson  and  Rev.  Mr.  Taggart,  “  This  I  did  for  thee;  what  hast  thou 
done  for  me?”  The  addresses  of  the  evening  were  further  inter¬ 
spersed  from  the  beginning  with  singing  and  prayer,  and  the  exercises 
throughout  were  listened  to  with  profit  and  delight.  A  fuller  report 
of  the  addresses  is  rendered  impracticable  by  the  space  within  which 
we  are  compelled  to  compress  everything  that  will  permit  of  it. 

Before  dismissing,  J.  C.  Stock,  President  of  the  Association  at 
Carlisle,  announced  that  the  President  would  address  the  ladies  on 
“Women’s  Work,”  in  the  chapel  of  Emory  Church,  at  half-past 
ten  o’clock,  on  Thursday  morning. 

The  doxology  was  then  sung,  and  Rev.  Dr.  McCauley  pronounced 
the  benediction. 


THURSDAY.— THIRD  DAY. 

After  a  half  hour  spent  in  devotional  exercises,  led  by  Prof.  Fischer 
of  Philadelphia,  the  President  called  the  Convention  to  order  at  half- 
past  nine  o’clock. 

The  hymn,  “Come,  Thou  Fount  of  every  blessing,”  was  sung,  after 
which  the  President  read  selections  of  Scripture  from  various  parts 
of  God’s  word,  and  Rev.  T.  A.  Fernley  of  Philadelphia,  offered 
prayer.  Another  hymn,  “We  praise  Thee,  0  God,  for  the  Son  of  Thy 
love,”  was  sung,  followed  by  silent  prayer  for  three  minutes.  H.  K. 
Porter  then  led  in  prayer. 
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The  minutes  of  the  previous  day  were  then  read  and  approved. 

Reports  from  Associations  were  resumed. 

Brainard  Association,  Lafayette  College,  Easton,  W.  C.  Alexander. — 
We  are  not  a  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  in  name,  but  we  are  in 
reality.  We  number  about  forty  members  and  expect  to  add  a  number 
more  from  the  new  class.  We  carry  on  eight  Sunday-schools,  five 
neighborhood  prayer-meetings,  and  a  daily  prayer-meeting  from  six  to 
half-past  six  o’clock,  in  the  chapel.  Two  years  ago  our  delegates  re¬ 
turned  from  Scranton,  and  were  full  of  work,  and  by  the  blessing  of 
God,  we  had  an  outpouring  of  the  Spirit  there.  We  are  praying  for 
the  conversion  of  the  young  men,  for  a  revival  such  as  we  had  three 
years  ago,  when  sixty  rose  at  one  time.  I  want  this  Convention  to 
pray  for  Lafayette  College. 

The  President  called  upon  Rev.  Mr.  McMillan  to  lead  in  prayer 
for  the  College,  and  also  for  the  Secretary,  who  had  been  called  home 
by  the  severe  illness  of  one  of  his  children. 

Shippensburg,  George  Bridges. — We  sustain  a  morning  prayer¬ 
meeting,  also  one  on  Sabbath  afternoon.  The  greatest  work  we  have 
done  the  past  year,  is  getting  an  act  passed  by  the  Legislature,  but 
we  were  informed  it  was  unconstitutional.  Still  we  are  hoping 
and  praying  the  way  may  be  made  clear,  and  the  act  enforced.  Our 
finances  are  in  good  condition.  We  have  a  fine  large  hall,  well  fur¬ 
nished.  Our  active  working  members  are  very  few.  We  have  organ¬ 
ized  two  Associations,  namely,  Newburg  and  Oristown,  and  contem¬ 
plate  organizing  others.  We  hold  cottage  prayer-meeting3,  and  are 
assisted  in  all  our  work  by  the  ministers  of  the  town. 

Shrewsbury,  H.  Latimer. — We  hold  our  prayer-meetings  every 
Sunday  evening  in  the  three  churches  in  the  town,  and  on  Tuesday 
evening  at  private  houses.  The  meetings  are  well  attended,  and  we 
have  every  reason  to  believe  that  they  are  being  blessed.  We  have 
some  difficulty  in  regard  to  pecuniary  matters.  We  have  twenty 
members,  thirteen  of  whom  pay  dues;  three  active  working  members 
don’t  pay  up,  and  four  working  members  don’t  pay,  nor  attend  the 
regular  meetings,  but  still  keep  their  names  on  our  books. 

Tidioute,  J.  Andrews. — We  organized  in  November,  1869.  We 
have  about  forty  members.  We  have  not  tried  to  increase  our  num¬ 
bers,  but  have  erased  several  names  from  our  books.  We  have  about 
ten  working  members,  and  one  hundred  and  ten  volumes  in  library. 
We  have  no  room,  but  meet  in  churches.  Have  about  seven  hundred 
dollars  pledged  for  a  building.  We  have  organized  three  Associa¬ 
tions  and  six  Sabbath-schools.  We  have  rented  two  buildings;  one  at 
New  London,  and  one  at  Triumph,  and  have  been  the  means,  in  God’s 
hands,  of  converting  about  eighty- two  souls  and  of  closing  up  all  the 
barber  shops  on  Sunday. 

Union  Corners,  J.  S.  McChesney. — We  have  a  membership  of 
about  fifty-five,  including  some  ladies.  Not  more  than  five  of  the 
gentlemen  are  active  workers,  but  the  ladies  are  good  workers ;  they 
are  very  regular  in  their  attendance,  and  assist  us  very  much.  There 
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has  been  a  good  work  at  two  points.  Our  friends  at  Tidioute  have 
rendered  us  valuable  aid.  The  people  come  out  in  great  crowds  to 
our  meetings. 

Waynesboro,  L.  W.  Detrich. — We  have  sixty  members,  of  whom 
fifteen  can  be  depended  on  at  any  time.  Our  greatest  difficulty  is 
denominational  prejudice.  We  hold  a  prayer-meeting  every  Sabbath, 
which  is  generally  well  attended  by  the  young  men  of  the  town,  and 
very  well  by  the  young  ladies.  On  Monday  night  we  hold  a  male 
prayer-meeting  in  our  rooms.  No  souls  have  yet  been  converted 
through  us,  yet  we  are  looking  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  promise,  and 
are  moving  forward.  We  ask  your  prayers  that  Christian  men  may 
take  a  more  general  interest  in  our  Association. 

West  Fairview,  H.  D.  Musser. — Our  Association  was  organized 
one  year  ago  last  May.  At  first  we  had  some  opposition.  There 
were  three  churches  in  our  small  village,  which  required  all  the 
power  and  energy  of  the  membership  to  keep  them  in  working  condi¬ 
tion,  and  some  fears  were  entertained  that  the  Association  might 
detract  from  the  interest  of  the  churches  and  withdraw  a  portion  of 
the  support,  but,  thank  God,  in  place  of  that,  it  has  added  a  greater 
interest  to  the  churches,  and  we  have  overcome  that  objection,  and 
to-day  we  number  some  thirty-five  members,  two-thirds  of  whom 
may  be  considered  active  members.  We  hold  a  weekly  prayer-meeting 
alternately  in  the  different  churches  at  five  o’clock  every  Sabbath 
evening.  These  meetings  are  spiritual  and  interesting,  and  generally 
well  attended.  We  also  occasionally  hold  open-air  meetings. 

Williamsport,  H.  H.  Otto. — We  have  two  thousand  volumes  and 
two  large  rooms.  We  have  held  meetings  in  the  almshouse,  but  our 
greatest  work  has  been  in  the  prison.  Many  of  the  prisoners  have 
been  converted,  and  they  have  organized  a  prayer-meeting  among 
themselves.  The  most  noted  prisoner  is  among  the  converts,  and  is 
now  an  active  working  Christian. 

York,  G.  F.  Leber. — We  are  doing  a  good  work.  We  have  five 
meetings  in  different  parts  of  the  town.  We  are  doing  a  good  work 
in  the  jail  Though  we  have  some  dead  members,  we  have  also  those 
who  are  thoroughly  alive. 

Canal  Township,  H.  S.  Childs. — Our  Association  was  organized  in 
1871,  but  most  of  the  members  being  farmers,  we  have  never  been 
represented  in  a  State  Convention  before.  We  have  about  twenty- 
four  members,  of  whom  twelve  are  ladies.  The  ladies  are  all  working 
members,  and  pay  their  dues,  and  raise  means  to  carry  on  the  work. 
Our  prospects  are  bright  for  the  future. 

Rev.  W.  F.  Frysinger,  Carlisle. — Our  religious  young  men  in 
Dickinson  College  are  banded  together  in  an  organization  for  work, 
though  not  exactly  under  the  title  under  which  some  of  us  are  labor¬ 
ing  here.  Perhaps  if  called  upon,  some  one  of  their  number  would 
render  a  report. 

J.  Froudon  being  called  upon,  said — We  are  not  doing  as  much 
work  as  we  ought  to  do.  We  hold  two  prayer-meetings;  one  on 
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Friday  night  in  the  college,  and  one  on  Sunday  evening  in  the  base¬ 
ment  of  this  church.  Some  of  us  labor  in  the  mission-school  in  a 
remote  part  of  the  town,  and  we  are  praying  earnestly  for  a  revival 
of  God’s  work  in  the  college.  While  the  brother  from  Lafayette 
College  was  asking  for  the  prayers  of  the  Convention  for  that  insti¬ 
tution  I  wished  to  ask  that  Dickinson  College  might  also  be 
remembered. 

New  Milford  being  called,  Rev.  A.  D.  Barber  said — The  best 
thing  I  can  do  for  New  Milford  is  to  ask  your  prayers  for  us. 

The  President  gave  out  the  hymn,  “Fear  not,  lam  with  thee,” 
which  -was  sung,  after  which  Rev.  G.  Robinson,  of  Lancaster,  was  called 
upon  to  lead  in  prayer  for  the  several  Associations  and  institutions 
for  whom  prajrnr  had  been  asked. 

Rev.  R.  McMillan  presented  and  read  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  Associations,  which  is  as  follows : 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ASSOCIATIONS. 

Resolved ,  That  as  a  Convention  we  are  highly  satisfied  with  the 
work  performed  by  the  Executive  Committee  during  the  past  year, 
and  especially  with  their  work  in  organizing  and  prosecuting  the  local 
conventions,  carried  on  under  the  supervision  of  Rev.  S.  A.  Taggart, 
the  State  Secretary,  and  Professor  Johnson. 

Resolved ,  That  we  commend  to  the  Executive  Committee  the  con¬ 
tinuance  and  vigorous  prosecution  of  the  local  conventions,  believing 
that  they  are  productive  of  great  good,  both  to  our  Association  work 
and  to  the  cause  of  Christ  at  large. 

Resolved,  That,  in  compliance  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  we  increase  their  number  to  fifteen,  corres¬ 
ponding  to  as  many  districts  in  the  State,  and  that  the  following  per¬ 
sons  constitute  the  Committee,  H.  K.  Porter  being  Chairman.

The  Committee  was  authorized  to  fill  vacancies,  and  the  Report 
was  adopted. 
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OPEN-AIR  MEETINGS. 

The  discussion  on  open-air  meetings  was  opened  by  the  Rev.  R. 
McMillan,  Hermon.  He  said  these  meetings  can  be  carried  on  just 
as  well  in  the  country  as  in  the  city.  His  way  of  securing  an  audience 
was  to  have  the  meetings  advertised  in  the  churches  and  schools,  that  at 
such  a  grove  or  cross-roads,  or  near  such  a  furnace,  an  open-air  meeting 
would  be  held,  and  he  had  gathered  audiences  of  from  one  hundred 
and  fifty  to  four  hundred  persons. 

T.  D.  Logan,  Pittsburgh. — Said  his  experience  had  taught  him  in 
the  first  place  never  to  undertake  to  hold  an  open-air  meeting  without 
first  asking  God’s  blessing  upon  it.  He  thought  it  well  for  those  who 
do  the  singing  to  arrange  themselves  so  that  their  backs  will  be 
toward  the  crowd,  for  if  you  face  the  crowd  they  will  not  come  up  so 
near.  In  regard  to  the  subject,  I  believe  in  preaching  Christ  just 
as  simply  as  we  can,  telling  the  old,  old  story.  Men  are  willing  to 
listen  to  it.  A  word  in  regard  to  prayer  at  these  meetings.  Unless 
you  have  been  accustomed  to  hold  your  meeting  several  times  in  the  same 
place,  so  that  persons  know  what  sort  of  a  meeting  it  is  to  be,  I  would  not 
begin  the  meeting  with  prayer,  because  very  few  will  pay  respectful 
attention  to  a  prayer.  Begin  by  reading  a  passage  of  Scripture, 
drawing  attention  to  what  you  propose  to  do,  then  quietly  ask  atten¬ 
tion  while  you  engage  in  prayer,  or  leave  prayer  until  the  close  of  the 
meeting. 

Considering  the  size  of  Pittsburgh,  the  work  we  have  been 
doing  is  very  little  indeed.  We  hold  a  meeting  every  Saturday 
evening  in  the  most  public  part  of  the  city.  In  two  squares  on  Fifth 
Avenue,  near  the  city,  on  Saturday  evening  between  seven  and  ten 
o’clock,  there  are,  at  every  moment  of  that  time,  not  less  than  three 
thousand  young  men.  We  take  our  stand  in  one  part  of  this  street. 
We  have  torches  to  direct  attention.  We  get  just  as  many  persons  as 
we  can  to  sing,  and  gather  an  audience  and  preach  Christ,  distribute 
tracts,  and  give  an  invitation  to  our  rooms.  We  then  scatter  among 
the  crowd  and  talk  to  them ;  and  I  believe  this  is  about  the  most 
fruitful  source  of  good  connected  with  all  these  meetings — the  indi¬ 
vidual  talking  to  those  present.  We  hold  a  meeting  on  Sabbath 
afternoon  in  a  different  locality,  and  are  much  encouraged. 

The  only  other  thing  I  want  to  recommend  is,  to  have  regular 
church  service,  preaching  one  or  more  evenings  of  the  week.  We 
have  tried  the  experiment  only  twice,  but  such  has  been  our  success 
that  I  have  no  hesitation  at  all  in  recommending  it.  We  announce 
in  the  churches  that  on  such  an  evening,  at  such  an  hour,  one  of  the 
pastors  will  preach  at  one  of  the  political  stands.  We  get  permission 
to  use  one  of  the  political  stands.  We  get  as  many  as  we  can  to 
come  and  sing.  We  try  to  make  the  minister’s  congregation  res-pon- 
sible  for  the  singing.  In  this  way  we  believe  a  great  many  are  reached 
who  cannot  be  in  any  other.  If  questioned  as  to  the  propriety  of 
open-air  preaching,  our  reply  is,  the  commission  is  “Go  ye  into  all  the 
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world,  and  preach,”  and  this  we  cannot  do  without  going  into  the 
open  air. 

Singing — “  Extol  the  Lamb  of  God.” 

W.  K.  Jennings,  Pittsburgh. — -When  T  go  away  from  an  open-air 
meeting  I  often  think,  What  good  does  this  do?  but  when  I  see  the 
people  stand  for  half  an  hour  at  a  time,  men  more  familiar  with  the 
drinking-saloon  than  with  the  place  of  worship,  and  tears  sometimes 
trickling  down  their  cheeks,  I  cannot  help  thinking  good  is  done. 
We  are  sometimes  disturbed.  Sometimes  a  man  comes  up  and  says, 
“  I  am  not  a  Christian,  but  I  like  this  kind  of  thine;.” 

G.  F.  Leber. — We  have  a  Committee  who  carry  on  out-door 
meetings.  We  don’t  come  together  for  prayer  first,  but  we  get  ou 
our  knees  in  our  own  homes  before  leaving.  We  think  four  men  are 
sufficient  to  carry  on  a  meeting.  We  commence  by  singing  one  or 
two,  and  sometimes  three  hymns,  to  attract  the  people,  and  then  read 
a  portion  of  Scripture. 

J.  McCormick,  Harrisburg,  gave  an  interesting  account  of  a 
bush-meeting  he  had  attended. 

Major  W.  Frew,  Pittsburgh. — It  has  been  my  privilege  to  stand  on 
many  spots  in  the  Holy  Land,  where  Christ  held  his  open-air  meet¬ 
ings,  and  I  think  whenever  I  hear  any  person  doubting  the  efficacy 
of  these  meetings  they  have  not  read  the  New  Testament  aright.  We 
have  the  highest  authority  for  these  meetings,  and  we  cannot  doubt 
its  efficacy.  The  only  question  is,  How  shall  we  make  them  most 
efficient  ? 

R,ev.  W.  F.  Frysinger. — One  brother  has  named  four  or  six  as 
necessary  to  carry  on  these  meetings.  I  think  one  is  sufficient.  I 
have  taken  my  stand  in  some  public  place  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  and 
have  sung  at  the  top  of  my  voice,  which  is  pretty  strong,  “  Come  ye 
sinners,  poor  and  needy,”  and  they  have  come,  and  those  living  near, 
put  their  heads  out  of  their  windows,  and  as  soon  as  I  found  I  had 
their  heads  out,  I  tried  to  keep  them  there;  and  the  crowd  would 
listen,  wondering  what  this  babbler  had  to  say ;  and  at  the  close  I 
would  invite  them  to  my  church,  and  many  of  them  came.  I  believe 
I  had  the  honor  of  inaugurating  open-air  meetings  in  York. 

Rev.  T.  A.  Fernley. — The  question  is  often  asked,  “  How  can  we 
reach  the  masses?”  I  answer,  by  out-door  meetings.  If  any  minister 
or  congregation  is  lamenting  because  so  few  attend  their  church, 
let  them  go  to  the  people  by  these  out-door  services,  and  the  people 
wili  come  to  them,  and  the  church  will  be  filled.  Then  these  out-door 
meetings  will  also  make  the  membership  of  the  church  more  zealous 
and  their  pastor  a  better  preacher.  The  speaker  said  he  had  seen 
George  II.  Stuart  preaching  like  a  bishop  to  a  crowd  gathered  around 
him  in  Philadelphia. 

D.  K.  Appenzeller,  Chambersburg,  and  D.  E.  Small,  York,  spoke 
briefly  on  the  subject,  after  which  the  Business  Committee  reported 
the  following:

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  time  for  commencing  the  Praise  and  Prayer-meeting  having 
passed,  it  was  on  motion  determined  to  continue  the  morning  session 
till  half-past  twelve  o’clock. 

PRAISE  AND  PRATER-MEETING. 

Rev.  S.  A.  Taggart  conducted  the  Praise  and  Prayer-meeting. 
After  reading  the  one  hundred  and  forty-fifth  Psalm,  and  adding  a 
few  remarks,  he  gave  out  the  hymn,  “  Weeping  will  not  save  me.” 

A  short  time  was  then  spent  in  repeating  Scripture  texts,  singing, 
and  prayer,  after  which  Bro.  S.  A.  Taggart  requested  the  President 
to  tell  five  things  worth  knowing.  These  were  :  first,  “Ye  know  that 
he  was  manifested  to  take  away  our  sins;”  second,  “  Hereby  we  know 
that  we  are  of  the  truth the  third,  “  We  know  that  we  have  passed 
from  death  unto  life;”  fourth,  “Hereby  we  know  that  he  abideth  in 
us,  by  the  spirit  which  he  hath  given  us ;”  fifth,  “We  know  that 
when  he  shall  appear  we  shall  be  like  him.” 

The  Convention  then  adjourned.  The  doxology  was  sung,  and 
Rev.  W.  F.  Prysinger  pronounced  the  benediction. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Prayer-meeting  from  two  to  half-past  two,  in  the  chapel.  At  half¬ 
past  two  the  President  called  the  Convention  to  order  and  announced 
the  hymn,  “  In  the  Cross  of  Christ  I  glory,”  which  was  sung;  also  the 
hymn,  “  Saviour,  visit  thy  plantation,”  after  which  he  read  the  first  nine 
verses  of  the  first  chapter  of  Joshua,  and  briefly  commented  upon 
them.  Prayer  was  then  offered  by  J.  C.  Stock,  President  of  the

Carlisle  Association,  and  B,ev.  W.  F.  Frysinger,  pastor  of  the  M.  E. 
Church,  Carlisle. 

THE  DISCUSSION. 

The  first  question  discussed  was,  “  How  to  make  the  business  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Association  profitable.” 

C.  Cooke,  Bellefonte,  opened.  He  said  they  had  tried  various  ways 
at  Bellefonte  ;  the  last  was  a  tea  meeting.  This  had  been  eminently 
successful.  The  business  meetings  now  were  well  attended,  and  were 
very  pleasant  and  profitable  seasons. 

John  Wanamaker,  Philadelphia,  endorsed  this  plan.  It  had  been 
tried  with  like  success  in  Philadelphia.  It  is  also  important  to  have 
the  right  men  for  officers. 

J.  McCormick,  Harrisburg,  endorsed  the  tea-party  idea. 

Prof.  William  Johnson,  Pittsburgh,  said  that  in  Pittsburgh  they 
had  organized  a  Young  Men’s  Temperance  Alliance,  and  they  had 
found  the  plan  of  having  an  evening  lunch  an  excellent  one.  By  this 
means  they  had  secured  a  large  attendance. 

Question  2. — The  best  method  of  raising  money  for  Association 
work. 

A.  F.  Campbell,  Philadelphia,  gave  his  experience  as  President  of 
the  Association  in  Plainfield,  N.  J.,  a  few  years  since,  which  was  by 
contributions  from  the  people,  and  by  the  proceeds  of  a  course  of 
lectures. 

Pev.  R.  McMillan,  Hermon,  said  the  members  of  the  Association 
with  which  he  was  connected  contributed  the  funds  themselves,  but 
didn’t  require  much,  being  in  the  country. 

Major  W.  Frew,  Pittsburgh,  thought  it  well  to  enlist  men  of 
means  in  the  work,  and  get  them  to  honor  the  Lord  with  their  sub¬ 
stance. 

Captain  S.  J.  Shoop,  New  Cumberland,  said  he  had  always  found 
that  when  money  is  to  be  raised,  the  way  to  secure  it  is  to  give  your¬ 
self.  If  we  do  our  part,  others  will  have  confidence  in  us  and  in  our 
work. 

J.  Andrews,  Tidioute,  gave  his  experience.  God  honors  faith 
and  effort. 

L.  W.  Detrich,  Waynesboro,  and  C.  P.  Bradway,  Danville,  spoke 
briefly  to  the  question. 

The  President  wished  some  one  would  give  an  illustration  of  how 
to  raise  money.  He  thought  the  best  way  to  raise  money  was  by 
making  the  Association  a  power  for  good  in  the  community,  then  the 
people  will  give  it. 

“  The  Rock  that  is  higher  than  I,”  composed  during  the  Conven¬ 
tion  by  Erastus  Johnson,  Pittsburgh,  and  set  to  music  by  Prof. 
Fischer,  was  sung. 

Question  3.  New  methods  of  Association  work. 

W.  E.  Lincoln,  Pittsburgh,  opened  the  discussion.  He  spoke  of 
cottage  prayer-meetings;  thought  it  best  to  hold  them  in  small 
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houses  and  to  go  very  plainly  dressed.  He  urged  earnest  measures 
for  the  suppression  of  immoral  literature. 

T.  B.  Dulley,  Blairsville,  spoke  of  hotel  meetings. 

J.  McCormick  urged  the  duty  of  visiting  and  encouraging  feeble 
Associations  in  adjacent  places.  This  work  should  not  all  be  left  to 
the  State  Secretary. 

Rev.  T.  A.  Fernley,  Philadelphia,  heartily  endorsed  Brother 
McCormick's  remarks.  In  reference  to  raising  money,  if  the  people 
see  we  are  doing  something,  they  will  give. 

Prof.  Johnson,  Pittsburgh,  played  and  sang,  "On  what  foundation  do 
you  build?”  and  also,  assisted  by  Prof.  Fischer,  Philadelphia,  "  0.  how 
sweet.” 

On  motion  of  T.  D.  Logan,  Pittsburgh,  the  time  and  place  of 
holding  the  next  Annual  Convention  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
State  Executive  Committee. 

The  Business  Committee  reported  through  J.  McCormick,  Chair¬ 
man,  the  following  programme  for  the  Farewell  Meeting,  to  be  held 
in  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  in  the  evening. 

Discussion — Personal  Consecration,  by  Major  William  Frew,  Pitts¬ 
burgh;  D.  E.  Small,  York;  J.  W.  Dobbins,  Carlisle;  Rev.  T.  A.  Fern- 
ley,  Philadelphia;  Professor  William  Johnson,  Pittsburgh;  Major 
Matthews,  Roxborough.  Closing  address  by  the  President. 

Addresses  to  be  limited  to  ten  minutes  each,  and  the  rest  of  the 
evening  to  be  occupied  with  a  Praise  and  Prayer-meeting. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Major  William  Frew,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions, 
reported  the  following : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLUTIONS. 

Resoloed ,  ls£.  That  the  experience  of  the  past  year  is  fraught  with 
much  that  is  cheering  in  our  Association  work,  for  which,  as  a  State 
Convention,  we  heartily  "thank  God  and  take  courage.” 

Resolved ,  2c I.  That  we  humbly  acknowledge  our  inefficiency  in  the 
Master’s  service,  our  indifference,  our  want  of  faith;  and  earnestly 
desire  a  fresh  baptism  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  that  we  may  henceforth 
work  more  wisely,  more  persistently,  more  bravely. 

Resolved ,  3d.  That  we  hereby,  in  Convention  assembled,  in  the 
presence  of  our  Divine  Master,  of  each  other,  and  the  cloud  of  wit¬ 
nesses  around  us,  devote  ourselves  anew  to  the  service  of  Jesus  in 
every  Christian  work,  but  especially  that  of  saving,  blessing,  and 
strengthening  the  young  men  of  this  great  Commonwealth. 

Resolved,  4 th.  That  we  urge  every  Association  of  the  State  to  con¬ 
tribute  in  every  possible  way  to  promote  the  cause  of  Temperance, 
that  of  Sabbath  observance,  and  any  other  good  work  auxiliary  to  our 
special  and  particular  mission. 

Resolved,  otn.  That  the  State  Executive  Committee  be  instructed 
to  obtain  legal  advice,  and  direct  the  Associations  how  best  to  sup- 
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press  the  pernicious  and  terribly  demoralizing  traffic  in  obscene 
literature. 

Resolved ,  Gth.  That  the  same  Committee  be  directed  to  correspond 
with  the  American  Tract  Society,  and  have  it  prepare  for  the  use  of 
our  Associations,  suitable  and  handsome  tract  receptacles  for  depots,*^ 
hotels,  and  other  public  places. 

Resolved,  'Jth.  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  hereby 
tendered  to  the  railroad  companies  which  have  generously  reduced 
the  cost  of  transportation,  particularly  the  Cumberland  Valley  Rail¬ 
road,  for  a  special  train;  to  the  good  citizens  of  Carlisle,  for  their 
open-hearted  hospitality,  (God  bless  them  and  their  homes ;)  to  the 
Emory  Methodist,  and  Evangelical  Lutheran  congregations,  for  the 
use  of  their  churches,  and  to  the  “brethren  beloved”  of  the  Carlisle 
Association,  for  manifold  and  efficient  labors  in  preparing  for  this 
Convention. 

Finally,  Resolved ,  That  in  scattering  from  this  delightful  and  profit¬ 
able  re-union,  we  go  to  our  various  fields  of  labor  in  the  name  and 
strength  of  God  the  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost,  simply  clinging  to 
the  Cross  of  Christ,  and  presenting  Christ  crucified  as  the  only  hope 
of  the  world. 

The  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

T.  D.  Logan,  Chairman  of  Devotional  Committee,  reported  the 
appointments  for  the  open-air  meetings  in  the  evening.  Adopted. 

QUESTIONS  ASKED  AND  ANSWERED. 

The  question  box  was  opened,  and  the  following  questions  were 
asked  and  answered. 

Question  1.  How  to  raise  money  to  carry  on  the  Carlisle  Asso¬ 
ciation  ? 

J.  C.  Stock,  President  of  the  Association,  answered — first,  faith ; 
second,  shoe-leather;  third,  tenacity. 

Question  2.  Should  dancing,  or  euchre,  be  indulged  in  by  the 
officers  of  the  Association  ? 

J.  C.  Stock. — I  answer,  that  what  is  expected  of  officers  should  be 
expected  of  the  members,  and  that  if  I  should  be  guilty  of  indulging 
in  either  or  both,  and  knew  that  by  so  doing  I  was  offending  my 
brother,  I  would  go  to  him  and  say,  Forgive  me,  for  this  time ;  I  will 
do  so  no  more. 

Question  3.  Should  not  Roman  Catholic  young  men  be  invited  to 
become  members  of  our  Association  ? 

D.  E.  Small,  York. — This  is  a  difficult  question  to  answer,  but  I 
answer  as  follows  :  Yes,  as  inquirers  and  associate  members  ;  and  as 
full,  active  members  when  they  have  become  qualified  as  per 
the  conditions  required  of  us  who  are  active  members.  I  believe  that 
the  only  way  to  treat  this  Roman  Catholic  question,  and  our  Roman 
Catholic  friends,  is  with  the  utmost  possible  kindness.  If  we  can  get 
them  to  come  into  the  Association  room  by  inviting,  let  us  bring  them 
there.  If  we  can  get  them  to  come  as  inquirers,  let  us  do  so ; 
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and  then,  if  they  are  ready  to  comply  with  the  conditions  as  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  Convention  at  Portland,  let  us  throw  the  arms  of  love 
around  them. 

C.  F.  Cook,  Bellefonte. — We  have  had  a  letter  from  a  Roman 
Catholic  priest  urging  us  on  in  our  work  for  the  Master. 

The  President. — Good. 

Rev.  R.  McMillan,  Hermon. — We  have  had  a  priest  go  with  us 
into  the  jail  and  take  part. 

The  President. — Better. 

Question  4.  What  will  you  do  with  Associate  members  who  are 
generous,  but  intemperate  ? 

H.  K.  Porter,  Pittsburgh. — The  question  is  a  serious  one.  We 
must  be  guided  by  circumstances.  Deal  tenderly  with  them,  but  do 
not  allow  them  to  be  stumbling-blocks. 

Question  5.  “  I  professed  religion  when  a  youth,  but  backslided, 

and  have  lost  all  feeling.  How  am  I  to  obtain  evidence  that  I  am  a 
Christian  ?  ” 

H.  K.  Porter  read  the  fifty-first  psalm,  and  added  a  few  remarks. 

L.  W.  Detrick,  Waynesboro. — A  few  years  ago  I  asked  the 
same  question.  I  can  recommend  no  better  answer  than  the  psalm 
just  read. 

Singing — “There  is  a  fountain  filled  with  blood,”  followed  with 
prayer  for  the  questioner  by  Rev.  Dr.  Wing,  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  Carlisle. 

Question  6.  What  success  has  attended  Association  newspapers  ? 

Prof.  Johnson,  Pittsburgh,  gave  the  result  of  his  observation. 

Question  7.  Is  it  advisable  to  have  in  the  Board  of  Directors  one 
person  from  each  church? 

T.  D.  Logan. — Until  denominational  jealousies  cease,  it  is  wise. 

Question  8.  Is  there  not  some  practicable  method  of  removing  the 
evils  of  immoral  literature? 

Rev.  S.  A.  Taggart. — Wherever  there  are  laws  on  the  subject,  let 
them  be  enforced ;  where  there  are  none,  let  them  be  petitioned  for. 
Again,  supplant  this  vile  literature  by  something  better. 

Question  9.  What  are  city  Associations  to  do  in  regard  to  requests 
for  help  ? 

The  President. — Never  help  persons  to  money.  Learn  all  you 
can  about  the  applicant,  and  get  him  employment,  if  worthy. 

Question  10.  Are  Associate  members  eligible  as  delegates  to  the 
State  Convention  ? 

The  President. — Not  as  delegates,  but  they  may  corneas  correspond- 
ding  members.

The  President  made  a  few  appropriate  remarks  in  closing  this,  the 
last  business  session  of  the  Convention. 

Professors  Johnson  and  Fischer,  and  Rev.  S.  A.  Taggart,  sang 
“Wait  for  the  Fire.”  D.  E.  Small,  of  York,  led  in  prayer,  after 
which  “Nearer,  my  God,  to  Thee,”  was  sung.  J.  A.  McKnight,  of 
Chambersburg,  then  led  again  in  prayer. 

Major  Matthews,  of  Foxburg,  who  had  been  prevented  from  attend¬ 
ing  the  sessions  of  the  Convention,  having  just  arrived,  was  called 
upon,  and  spoke  a  few  words. 

The  President  then  led  in  prayer,  and  the  Convention  adjourned 
with  the  benediction  by  Rev.  Dr.  Wing,  of  Carlisle. 


EVENING  SESSION. 

Notwithstanding  the  evening  was  cloudy,  and  rainy  at  intervals, 
the  audience  was  larger  than  on  either  of  the  preceding  evenings. 
The  exercises  were  commenced  by  singing,  “All  hail  the  power  of 
Jesus’  name.” 

Rev.  Mr.  Foulk,  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  read  part  of  the 
fourth  chapter  of  Ephesians,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Albert,  of  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Lutheran  Church,  led  in  prayer. 

The  President  then  made  some  very  appropriate  introductory 
remarks  relating  to  the  object  of  the  meeting,  and  the  theme  for 
discussion,  after  which  Professors  Johnson  and  FisCher,  and  Rev. 
S.  A.  Taggart,  sang,  “Take  the  cross,  and  bear  it  meekly.” 
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*  FAREWELL  MEETING. 

The  President  announced  the  theme  for  discussion,  namely,  Per¬ 
sonal  Consecration. 

The  addresses  of  the  evening  were  all  so  excellent  that  we  regret 
the  limits  of  our  report  do  not  permit  us  to  publish  them  entire. 

D.  E.  Small,  of  York,  was  the  first  speaker.  He  said  the  highest 
consecration  that  any  one  can  make,  is  to  take  the  cross,  and  bear  it 
meekly.  Three  or  four  years  ago  the  speaker  and  a  few  others  con¬ 
secrated  themselves  to  God.  They  found  work  to  do  that  required 
great  self-denial  and  sacrifice,  but  counted  nothing  too  precious  to  con¬ 
secrate  to  the  Saviour.  The  speaker  beautifully  alluded  to  the 
triumphant  death  of  a  friend — a  promising  young  lawyer,  who  had 
consecrated  himself  to  Christ. 

Singing — “Precious  name.” 

Major  William  Frew,  of  Pittsburgh,  was  next  introduced.  He  said : 
I  come  to  say  a  parting  word  to  you  on  this  deeply  interesting  occa¬ 
sion,  on  the  duty  of  entire  consecration  to  the  work  of  the  blessed 
Jesus.  And  “why,”  do  you  say,  “demand  this  consecration?”  In 
one  of  our  soldier’s  cemeteries  you  may  see  a  beautiful  white  marble 
monument,  on  which  are  chiseled  these  words,  “He  died  for  me.” 
And  if  you  were  to  inquire  of  the  man  who  erected  it,  he  would  tell 
you,  “  There  sleeps  a  noble  young  man  who,  when  I  was  drafted  into 
the  army,  came  to  me  aud  said,  ‘You  have  a  large  family  and  large 
interests,  I  have  no  family  and  no  interests;  let  me  go  in  your  place;’ 
and  he  went  and  was  slain,  and  I  have  erected  this  marble  shaft  to 
tell  the  story  of  his  noble  devotion  to  save  the  life  of  another.”  And, 
my  dear  friends,  Jesus  came  down  from  glory,  and  gave  his  life  for 
you  and  me,  and  gave  it  under  circumstances  that  divested  the  sacri¬ 
fice  of  the  glory  that  surrounds  the  death  of  a  hero  upon  the  field  of 
battle;  and  shall  he  thus  consecrate  himself  for  us,  and  we  make  no 
consecration  of  ourselves  to  him  ?  I  went  once  to  Calvary,  and  knelt 
down  on  the  spot  where  it  is  said  the  cross  of  Jesus  stood,  and  out  of 
the  shadows  of  Golgotha  there  came  forms  that  seemed  to  say,  “This 
have  I  done  for  thee,  what  hast  thou  done  for  me?”  And  as  I  went  and 
looked  into  the  sepulchre  where  Jesus  once  lay,  and  as  I  went  down 
into  Gethsemane,  and  knelt  beside  those  old  trees  that  looked  down 
into  the  darkness  of  that  terrible  night,  a  voice  came  to  me,  saying, 
“This  have  I  done  for  thee,  what  hast  thou  done  for  me?”  and  I 
name  back  feeling  that  this  life,  poor,  miserable,  worthless  though  it 
was,  was  all  for  Jesus.  And  now  I  ask  you,  Christian  friends,  Are 
you  doing  as  much  for  Jesus  as  that  man  did  for  that  noble  soldier? 
0, 1  think  the  best  Christian  people  come  very  far  short  of  their  duty; 
but  what  shall  I  say  of  the  mass  of  Christian  people?  There  are 
enough  in  the  Christian  Church  to  convert  the  world  in  twenty  years, 
if  all  would  work  for  Jesus,  but  how  many  true  workers  are  there  for 
Jesus?  How  many  are  there  here  in  this  church?  How  many  arc

truly  consecrated,  heart,  head,  body,  time,  money,  influence,  every 
thing  for  Jesus.” 

And  we  must  stand  up  for  Jesus  before  the  world.  I  remember  I 
Went  up  some  years  ago  upon  a  pyramid,  and  looked  out  upon  the 
Nile,  stretching  itself  away  up  through  Egypt.  I  had  a  beautiful 
silk  American  flag,  which  I  carried  with  me  through  my  journey,  and 
I  unfolded  it  to  the  Egyptian  breezes,  and  called  all  around  me  to 
cheer  the  starry  flag  of  my  country,  and  wherever  I  went  up  the 
Nile,  and  through  the  Holy  Land,  my  beautiful  flag  always  indicated 
my  nationality.  So  let  every  Christian  show  his  colors.  I  venture 
I  can  go  through  any  part  of  the  country,  and  in  very  many  cases 
scarcely  be  able  to  tell  whether  a  man  is  a  Christian  or  not,  so  few 
show  their  colors  in  business  and  in  company.  I  urge  you,  dear 
friends,  to  stand  up  for  Jesus,  and  show  your  colors  to  the  world 
everywhere,  and  under  all  circumstances. 

PRAISE  AND  PRAYER-MEETING. 

The  exercises  were  here  varied  for  a  few  moments  by  a  Praise  and 
Prayer-meeting,  conducted  by  Professor  Johnson,  of  Pittsburgh. 
Professor  Johnson  introduced  the  exercises  by  a  few  remarks,  and 
about  twenty  minutes  were  spent  in  repeating  Scripture  texts,  vocal 
and  silent  prayer,  and  singing.  The  exercises  were  all  brief  and 
impressive. 

Rev.  T.  A.  Fernley,  of  Philadelphia,  was  then  introduced.  He 
said  he  had  always  avoided  the  closing  hours  of  our  Conventions,  for 
the  words  “good-by,”  and  “farewell,”  are  not  pleasant  words  to  utter. 
We  shall  return  to  our  homes  to  battle  for  the  Lord  more  manfully. 
The  tinle  was  when  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Asspciation  was 
looked  upon  with  some  distrust,  but  the  people  now  understand  that 
we  mean  no  mischief.  It  has  done  more  to  unite  the  body  of  Christ 
than  perhaps  any  other  agency.  When  I  get.  into  these  Conventions, 
I  almost  forget  to  what  denomination  I  belong.  Coming  together  to 
work  for  Jesus,  we  are  drawn  nearer  to  the  Master,  and  nearer  to 
each  other.  I  thought,  when  coming  to  this  Convention,  the  name 
of  Jesus  was  sweet  to  me,  but  since  I  have  been  here,  I  have  been 
getting  warmer  and  warmer,  and  I  feel  now  ready  to  enter  into  this 
work  of  personal  consecration.  “Y.  M.  C.  A.;”  what  does  that 
mean?  Young  men,  consecrate  all  to  Jesus. 

We  say  to  these  dear  friends  of  Carlisle,  good-by.  And  O,  if  all  in 
this  house  would  only  consecrate  themselves  to  Jesus,  what  a  halle¬ 
lujah  would  go  up  to  heaven  to-night!  The  speaker  closed  by  relating 
one  or  two  beautiful  and  touching  incidents  to  impress  his  remarks. 

Singing — “To-day  the  Saviour  calls.” 

Major  Matthews,  of  Roxborough,  was  introduced,  and  said  :  I  have 
often  thought  why  the  Lord  permits  me  to  work  for  Him.  Surely 
not  because  I  am  skillful,  wise,  or  can  do  the  work.  I  guess  -it  is 
because  he  loves  me.  When  an  infidel  makes  a  suggestion,  before 
which  I  tremble,  perhaps,  and  feel  all  incompetent  to  wield  the 
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sword  of  the  Spirit,  I  know  that  the  loving  Saviour  reached  down 
his  hand  of  tenderness  and  guided  me,  as  a  teacher  or  parent  guides 
a  child.  If  the  mother  will  help  her  little  child  to  be  useful,  will 
not  Jesus  help  us  to  be  useful  in  his  kingdom?  Surely,  if  we 
consecrate  ourselves  to  his  service  he  will  use  us,  not  because  we  are 
good  or  wise,  but  because  he  loves  us.  But  we  must  leave  self  out; 
we  must  crucify  self  before  he  can  use  us.  Let  us  then,  to-night, 
examine  ourselves  to  see  whether  there  is  any  selfishness  in  our  work, 
or  whether  we  are  constrained  by  the  love  of  Christ  to  do  it.  If 
the  latter,  then  may  we  go  forward  with  confident  expectation  that  he 
will  own  our  feeble  endeavors. 

James  McCormick,  Harrisburg. — The  last  verse  of  Scripture  in  the 
lesson  this  evening,  read,  “Put  on  the  new  man.”  Can  there  be  two  kinds 
of  religion  ?  I  know  thatsome  of  you  have  thought  to-night,  “  How  some 
people  take  religion  so  much  more  easily  than  others :  Why  some  of 
these  men  have  left  their  business  and  spent  almost  this  whole  week,  that 
they  might  do  something  for  Christ.  Other  people  have  religion;  we 
think  we  have ;  but  surely  it  must  make  some  of  us  think  to-night. 
What  stirs  us  so  to-night.  Nicodemus  thought  he  was  a  religious 
man,  but  the  Master  told  him  he  must  be  born  again.  Are  some  of 
us  wrong?  We  want  to  do  more  for  Christ.”  0,  there  is  a  new 
world,  we  find,  when  we  take  Christ  as  our  teacher.  If  any  man 
doubts  this,  prove  it.  “If  any  man  will  do  my  will,  he  shall  know  of 
the  doctrine.” 

Rev.  Dr.  Wing,  Carlisle. — I  will  just  venture  to  express  one  or  two 
thoughts  that  are  uppermost  in  my  mind.  I  have  enjoyed  a  great 
deal  of  pdeasure,  along  with  the  other  citizens  of  Carlisle,  and 
especially  the  members  of  our  churches,  in  seeing  a  company  of  men 
who  are  what  we  may  call  living,  earnest  men.  I  know  that  you 
will  not  feel  that  it  is  pleasant  to  hear  words  of  compliment,  but  when 
I  came  into  your  Convention  and  looked  around,  I  thought.  How  un¬ 
common  it  is  for  me  to  see  in  Carlisle  a  company  of  men  that  are 
ready  to  urge  themselves  onward,  and  one  another  onward,  without 
having  their  pastors  to  push  them  on  !  It  was  a  great  relief  to  behold 
you  all  ready  to  speak  and  work  for  Jesus,  and  my  heart  was  drawn 
out  to  you.  I  cannot  tell  you  how  we  have  enjoyed  your  visit 
among  us.  0,  that  the  young  men  of  Carlisle  might  catch  your 
spirit  and  consecrate  themselves  to  Christ.  They  are  accustomed  to 
hear  us  preach,  but  consider  this  our  profession,  but  here  are  laymen, 
business  men,  who  have  left  their  business  and  spent  three  days  with 
us  to  bring  sinners  to  Jesus. 

Another  thought  is  delightful  to  me.  I  have  hope,  and  many  a 
prayer  has  gone  up  from  my  heart,  that  Grod  would  lead  many  of  our 
young  men  to  heed  your  words,  and  imitate  your  example,  and  begin 
to  live  for  Jesus. 

And  now  I  thank  you  in  the  name  of  the  ministers  of  this  place, 
in  the  name  of  the  churches  here,  for  the  great  pleasure  you  have 
given  us  in  those  sweet  songs,  in  the  earnest  exhortations  you  have 
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delivered,  and  the  earnest  prayers  you  have  offered  for  us.  The 
venerable  Doctor  closed  with  an  earnest  and  touching  appeal  to  the 
Christian  people  of  Carlisle  to  consecrate  themselves  to  the  work  of 
Christ,  the  salvation  of  the  perishing  around  them ;  and  again 
addressing  the  Convention,  saidj  My  Christian  brethren,  I  feel  sad 
to  say  farewell,  but  I  thank  you  again  in  the  name  of  this  Christian 
community,  for  your  presence  with  us. 

Singing — “Whiter  than  snow.” 

The  President. — When  Paul  left  his  brethren,  it  is  written  that 
they  sorrowed  most  of  all  for  the  words  that  he  spake,  that  they 
should  see  his  face  no  more.  It  has  been  coming  back  to  me  again 
and  again,  dear  brethren,  to-night,  and  whilst  I  have  spoken  so  often, 
I  cannot  tell  you  how  I  shrink  from  the  duty  imposed  upon  me  to 
say  the  last  farewell  words.  From  the  sixty-three  counties  of  our 
grand  old  State,  one  hundred  and  thirty  of  us  came  up,  making  our 
pilgrimage  to  this  town  to  Extend  this  Convention.  We  were  strangers, 
many  of  us,  to  each  other ;  we  were  strangers  to  you,  good  people  of 
Carlisle,  but  coming  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  coming  for  the  Master’s 
work,  you  received  us  into  your  hearts  and  homes  with  a  joyous 
welcome,  and  with  an  unbounded  hospitality. 

We  have  enjoyed  every  thing;  the  visit  to  the  dear  old  College,  and 
the  communion  with  its  officers,  your  homes  and  your  society,  and  we 
have  enjoyed  beyond  measure  every  session  of  our  Convention.  It 
seemed  as  though  we  were  climbing  all  the  tirn'e.  As  every  road 
about  London  is  said  to  lead  to  that  great  city,  so  every  speech  and 
service  seemed  to  lead  to  Christ,  and  1  found  it  impossible  to  tell  the 
denomination  a  single  man  in  the  Convention  belongs  to,  except  the 
brethren  who  came  from  my  own  city.  It  was  just  Christ,  and  Him 
crucified.  I  don’t  ask  for  a  better  commentary  upon  the  blessed 
gospel  of  our  Saviour,  than  the  oneness,  the  harmony,  the  sweet  har¬ 
mony,  that  has  pervaded  all  the  exercises  of  this  Convention. 

And  now  we  go  hack  to  our  places  in  the  ranks,  to  do  grand  work, 
I  trust;  and  by  grand  work,  I  do  not  mean  work  that  is  seen  by  men. 
There  is  more  grandeur  in  the  quiet  work  done  away  from  the  sight 
of  men,  known  only  to  God. 

As  I  said  to  the  ladies  this  morning,  citing  one  of  their  own  sex, 
who  went  to  the  hospital  day  after  day  to  wait  upon  the  sick;  one 
morning  as  she  entered  and  took  her  place  beside  a  poor  woman,  she 
found  that  the  spirit  of  the  sufferer  had  flown,  and  she  closed  the 
eyes  of  the  poor  stranger,  and  then  knelt  over  her  and  kissed  her; 
and  one  in  a  cot  near  by,  said,  “Was  she  your  sister?”  “No,”  she 
replied,  “I  never  knew  her  till  I  saw  her  here.”  “  Q,”  said  she,  “if 
I  had  only  had  some  one  to  he  so  kind  to  me  as  you  have  been  to 
her,  I  should  not  have  been  here.”  That  is  grand  work.  It  is  not 
seen  of  men,  but  our  dear  Lord  knows  it  all. 

Dear  brethren,  I  bid  you  an  affectionate  farewell.  It  may  not  be 
our  privilege  to  meet  again  here,  but  in  the  infinite  riches  of  his 
grace  we  shall  meet  in  the  grand  convention  in  the  New  Jerusalem.

Sometimes,  in  the  busiest  seasons,  with  ambition  like  other  men 
have,  the  thought  comes  over  me,  “Why  all  this  labor  for  that  which 
will  perish  so  soon?”  0,  that  we  could,  every  one  of  us,  give  all  our 
heart,  time,  talents,  every  thing  to  the  Lord  Jesus.  For  his  sake  let 
us  labor;  in  his  name  do  our  work.  As  the  fires  were  built  on  every 
hill-top  in  the  old  Cantons  of  Switzerland,  when  they  were  being 
invaded  by  the  enemy,  so  let  us  go  home  and  light  afresh  the  fires  of 
piety  in  our  churches,  in  our  homes,  in  our  places  of  business.  Let 
us  go  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  and  expect  a  glorious  revival.  Farewell, 
dear  brethren,  farewell.  The  Lord  bless  and  keep  you,  and  make  his 
face  to  shine  upon  you,  and  be  gracious  unto  you. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  President’s  address,  he  declared  the  Con¬ 
vention  adjourned,  Rev.  Dr.  Wing  led  in  prayer,  after  which  the 
brethren  joined  hands,  and  sang,  “Say,  brothers,  will  you  meet 
us,”  and  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  Dr.  Wing.

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CONSTITUTION 


FOR 

TOP  H10  COUNTRY  ASSOCIATIONS, 


Preamble. —  Whereas,  Young  men  are  specially  addressed  in  the 
Word  of  Grod  ,  and,  as  such,  are  called  on  to  lay  out  their  strength  in 
the  service  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  ; 

Therefore,  We,  the  undersigned,  recognizing  the  obligation  of 
this  call,  and  wishing  as  young  men  to  do  what  we  can  in  the  service 
of  our  Divine  Master,  do  associate  ourselves  together  to  engage  in  His 
work,  and  to  this  end  do  hereby  agree  to  adopt  for  our  government 
the  following 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. — The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  Young 
Men’s  Christian  Association  of - 

Article  II. — The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  develop 
and  strengthen  the  Christian  graces  of  its  members;  to  lead  sinners 
of  all  classes  to  a  saving  acquaintance  with  Jesus,  and  to  do  good,  as 
we  have  opportunity,  to  the  whole  household  of  faith. 

Article  III. — The  membership  of  this  Association  shall  consist 
of  such  as  are  members  in  good  and  regular  standing  in  some  evan¬ 
gelical  church,  as  have  been  elected  by  a  two-third  vote  at  any 
regular  or  special  meeting,  and  as  have  paid  the  annual  due  of  one 
dollar  into  the  Treasury. 

Article  IY. — The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  Yice-President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  whose  duties  shall 
be  such  as  usually  pertain  to  these  offices,  and  whose  election  shall 
take  place  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Article  V. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  take 

place  on  the - in - ;  other  meetings  to  be 

provided  for  by  resolution. 

Article  YI. — The  following  Committees  shall  be  annually  appointed 
by  the  President : 

1.  A  committee  of  three  on  Devotional  Exercises,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  take  charge  of  the  regular  devotional  meetings  of  the 
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Association — ’appointing  the  leader,  and  providing  topics  for  prayer 
and  conference. 

2.  A  committee  of  five  on  Tract  Distribution,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  distribute,  in  their  respective  districts,  such  tracts  as  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  may  provide. 

3.  A  committee  of  three  on  the  Sick,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  find 
out  all  the  sick  in  their  respective  districts,  and  provide  for  such  re¬ 
ligious  services  with  them  as  shall  be  for  the  edification  of  saints  and 
for  the  conversion  of  sinners. 

4.  A  committee  of  five  on  Missionary  work,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  find  out  in  their  respective  districts  all  that  have  none  to  care  for 
their  souls,  and  make  arrangements  for  carrying  the  Gospel  to  them 
by  private  visitations,  cottage  prayer-meetings,  or  school-house  ser¬ 
vices. 

Article  VII. — The  President  and  Chairman  of  the  several  Com¬ 
mittees  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee,  to  make  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  anniversary  for  occasional  lectures  before  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  for  starting  elsewhere  similar  Associations. 

Article  VIII. — This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at 
any  regular  or  special  meeting,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present.
